In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all 
pupils  who  have  left  school  may  be  made,  prin- 
cipals are  asked  to  give  to  their  Supervisors  of 
Attendance,  not  later  than  September  21st,  a 
Left  Without  Transfer  slip  for  every  child  who 
was  on  the  school  roll  on  June  15th,  but  who 
has  not  registered  this  term.

To  Principals  and  Shop  Teachers: 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  "Board 
of  Education  Policy  for  Safety  in  School 
Shops." 

"Every  pupil  enrolled  in  a  shop  must 
pass  a  safety  test  and  execute  a  safety 
pledge  before  he  can  be  assigned  to  a  pro- 
gram of  instruction  in  the  shop." 

Sufficient  time  should  be  set  aside  for 
completion  of  the  safety  instruction  pro- 
gram before  students  are  permitted  to 
work  with  machinery  and  other  equip- 
ment. 

It  is  the  teacher's  responsibility  to  give 
adequate  group  and  individual  instruc- 
tion, to  inspect  and  approve  all  equipment 
before  students  are  authorized  to  proceed 
with  regular  work  in  the  shop. 

For  a  complete  statement  of  the  Board 
of  Education  rules  and  regulations  relative 
to  class  size,  safety  procedure,  and  the 
teachers'  and  principals'  responsibility, 
please  see  the  Safety  Guide  for  Shop 
Teachers.

School  Lists  Required 

The  principal  of  each  school  will  send  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  not  later  than  September 
21,  1951,  the  complete  enrollment  by  classes  as 
of  September  19,  1951,  on  the  class  list  forms 
supplied  by  the  Bureau.  (Please  notify  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  or  the  school's  Supervisor 
of  Attendance  the  number  of  class  list  forms  re- 
quired.) 

Arrange  lists  alphabetically,  and  type  or  write 
plainly  in  ink.  Do  not  use  nicknames.  If  a 
teacher  has  more  than  one  grade,  list  separately. 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils  give 
the  floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to  the 
street  address;  also  both  American  and  Chinese 
names.  List  complete  addresses  for  children  liv- 
ing in  projects  —  building,  section,  and  apart- 
ment numbers.  For  children  living  in  apartment 
houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels,  list  apart- 
ment room  or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils  who  actually 
have  been  in  attendance  at  some  time  since 
September  5.  Add  to  the  list  and  star  the  names 
of  any  pupils  who  have  not  been  in  attendance 
during  this  period  but  who  had  registered  pre- 
viously and  whose  absence  because  of  sickness 
has  been  verified.  In  order  to  keep  records  cor- 
rect, any  child  who  returns  to  school  after  Sep- 
tember 19,  or  enters  after  that  date,  should  be 
reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  once 
either  by  a  transfer,  if  he  has  one,  or  by  an 
Entered  Without  Transfer  Slip.

Birthdate  Data  Required 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked  im- 
mediately, principals  are  requested  to  send  at 
once  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  750  Eddy 
Street  "Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  for  all 
pupils  entering  the  kindergarten  and  1A  grades. 
If  the  parent  does  not  fill  out  one  of  these,  the 
teacher  should  prepare  the  blank  from  data  on 
the  permanent  card.  Only  in  this  way  will  it 
be  possible  for  the  Bureau  to  make  its  immedi- 
ate check  of  ages. 

"Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  should  con- 
tain the  following  information,  if  available:  the 
number  of  the  birth  certificate,  the  place  and 
date  of  birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed 
statement  that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth 
certificate.  If  no  birth  certificate  is  obtainable, 
a  hospital  certificate  may  be  used  instead.  If 
such  birth  verification  is  not  readily  available, 
however,  "Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  are 
not  to  be  delayed  but  are  to  be  sent  in  immedi- 
ately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the 
kindergarten  his  birthdate  must  be  not  later 
than  March  1,  1947.  All  entrants  to  the  first 
grade  must  have  been  born  on  or  before  March 
1,  1946. 


Placement  Test  to  be  Held  Sept.  6 

A  placement  test  will  be  administered  Thurs- 
day, September  6,  at  8:30  a.m.,  at  the  Bureau 
of  Research,  third  floor,  93  Grove  Street,  for 
pupils  of  junior  high  age  who  have  entered 
without  adequate  transcripts  of  record.

Rule  on  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership 
in  professional  organizations,  Superintendent 
Herbert  C.  Clish  calls  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion at  its  meeting  September  14,  1937:     - 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional 
Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting 
the  professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative office  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any 
teacher  organization  in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and 
unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any 
principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or  other 
school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or 
refrain  from  joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  at- 
tention to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term  by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's 
Bulletin.

This  bulletin  was  prepared  to  provide  the 
staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict with  information  relative  to  the  profes- 
sional and  in-service  training  courses  offered  in 
the  local  colleges  and  universities.  In  addition 
to  the  courses  offered  by  the  institutions  of 
higher  learning,  the  courses  jointly  sponsored 
by  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District, 
the  San  Francisco  State  College  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  San  Francisco  are  given. 

The  jointly  sponsored  courses  were  organized 
to  give  specific  attention  to  curriculum  prob- 
lems in  the  schools  and  are  of  immediate  value 
in  their  application  to  classroom  teaching.  Fur- 
thermore, all  of  the  offerings  listed  in  this  bulle- 
tin will  provide  teachers  with  an  opportunity  to 


earn  valid  salary  increment  credits  and  at  the 
same  time  implement  the  program  of  curricu- 
lum development. 

Registration  in  any  of  these  courses  is  op- 
tional. Teachers  should  refer  to  the  salary  policy 
of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  specific  limi- 
tations on  the  amount  of  work  which  may  be 
carried  in  any  one  semester  of  the  school  year. 
Since  enrollment  in  some  of  the  classes  will  be 
limited,  registration  should  be  prompt  and  final. 

All  teachers  who  enroll  for  college,  university 
or  non-college  work  must  have  their  programs 
approved  by  the  Coordinator  of  Salaries,  Dr. 
Lester  R.  Steig.  The  application  for  approval  of 
courses  forms  are  available  in  all  schools. 


Jointly  Sponsored  Courses 
San  Francisco  State  College  and  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 


The  jointly  sponsored  courses  will  carry  col- 
lege undergraduate  and  in  some  instances  grad- 
uate credit.  All  jointly  sponsored  courses  may  be 
taken  for  in-service  training  and  salary  classifi- 
cation credit.  Enrollment  for  non-college  credits 
does  not  require  any  registration  fee.  College 
credit  may  be  earned  by  registration  for  college 
credit,  paying  the  prescribed  fee  and  fulfilling 
all  of  the  work  requirements  of  the  college  or 
university.

Lloyd  Luckmann,  whose  appointment  as  co- 
ordinator of  instruction  at  City  College  of  San 
Francisco,  was  announced  recently  by  Dr.  Her- 
bert C.  Clish,  superintendent  of  schools,  is  well 
known  in  the  educational  world  and  for  his 
active  participation  in  community  affairs,  since 
his  appointment  to  the  City  College  staff  in 
1935. 

Dr.  Luckmann  succeeds  to  the  vacancy  cre- 
ated by  the  retirement,  at  the  close  of  the  Spring 
1951  term,  of  Dr.  Marcus  Skarstedt.

The  position  of  coordinator  of  instruc- 
tion is  one  of  three  ranking  administrative  posi- 
tions in  City  College  under  the  presidency  of 
Dr.  Louis  G.  Conlan. 

A  native  of  San  Francisco,  Dr.  Luckmann 
attended  the  Fremont  Elementary  School,  Sa- 
cred Heart  High  School,  the  University  of  San 
Francisco,  from  which  he  holds  degrees  of 
bachelor  of  arts  and  of  laws.  He  earned  his 
masters  degree  at  Stanford  University  in  1932 
and  later  his  doctorate  in  education  from  the 
same  institution.  He  also  did  graduate  work  at 
the  University  of  California. 

In  the  field  of  community  leadership,  Dr. 
Luckmann  has  been  active  over  the  years.  At 
present  he  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  United  Nations  Association,  San 
Francisco  chapter;  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Golden  Gate  College;  the  directorate  of  the 
Family  and  Children's  Agency;  the  Conference 
of  Christians  and  Jews;  and  a  member  of  the 
California  Teachers  Association. 

Nationally,  Dr.  Luckmann  is  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Church  Peace 
Union,  a  Carnegie  endowed  foundation,  with 
headquarters  in  New  York,  and  a  member  of 
the  National  Education  Association. 


Residence  of  Teachers 

Attention  of  all  San  Francisco  teachers  is 
called  to  the  Board  of  Education  regulation  re- 
quiring all  teachers  to  reside  in  San  Francisco 
unless  permission  has  been  granted  authorizing 
residence  outside  the  city.  Such  permission  can 
be  granted  only  on  a  year  to  year  basis  and 
must  be  renewed  each  year. 

Teachers  who  must  live  outside  the  city 
limits  during  the  school  year  1951-52  are  re- 
.  quested  to  seek  permission  for  such  residence 
immediately.  Residence  outside  the  city  may 
be  approved  on  the  basis  of  ill  health  or  in- 
adequate housing. 


Conference  of  Teachers  of 
English  at  Asilomar  Oct.   19-21 

The  program  committee  of  the  California 
Association  of  Teachers  of  English,  Central  Sec- 
tion, is  planning  a  program  for  the  third  Asilo- 
mar Conference,  October  19-21,  1951.

The  teachers  could 
exchange  ideas  on  methods,  techniques  and 
procedures.

Credential  Applicants 
To  Be   Fingerprinted 

The  State  Board  of  Education  has  added  Sec- 
tion 200.1  to  Article  1,  "Application  for  Cre- 
dentials and  Life  Diplomas  Authorizing  Public 
School  Service,"  of  the  California  Administra- 
tive Code,  Title  5,  Education.  This  section  was 
added  in  order  to  implement  Senate  Bill  317  as 
passed  by  the  recent  session  of  the  State  Legis- 
lature. The  law  becomes  effective  Sept.  22,  1951. 

Section  200.1  states  that  an  applicant  must 
submit  duplicate  personal  identification  (finger- 
print) cards  with  any  application  for  a  teaching 
document  which  is  received  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  on  or  after  Sept.  22, 
1951.  This  applies  to  persons  seeking  either: 

1.  The  initial  issuance  of  any  type  of  creden- 
tial —  regular,  provisional,  or  emergency. 

2.  The  renewal  of  any  and  all  types  of  cre- 
dentials. 

3.  The  issuance  of  any  and  all  types  of  life 
diplomas. 

The  purpose  of  requiring  fingerprints  of  ap- 
plicants for  certification  documents  is  to  assure 
the  public  that  the  professional  conduct  of  all 
persons  certificated  in  California  is  of  the  same 
high  standard  as  their  professional  training. 

One  set  of  personal  identification  cards  will 
be  sufficient  for  any  number  of  documents  ap- 
plied for  at  the  same  time.  Once  acceptable 
personal  identification  cards  have  been  submit- 
ted with  an  application  on  or  after  September 
22,  1951,  no  further  cards  will  be  needed. 

Fingerprints  of  teachers  applying  for  creden- 
tials will  be  taken  by  the  Personnel  Office,  93 
Grove  Street.

Services   Invited 

Now  that  classes  are  organized  and  the  school 
year  is  well-launched,  administrators  have  more 
time  to  consider  the  special  needs  of  those  chil- 
dren who  present  special  emotional  or  behavior 
problems.  The  Child  Guidance  Services  offers 
its  help  in  the  solution  of  these  problems.  Two 
types  of  service  are  available.  Any  member  of 
the  school  department  may  ask  for  consultation 
service  from  the  Child  Guidance  Services  staff. 
This  involves  a  discussion  of  questions  which 
principal,  counselor,  or  teacher  may  have  re- 
garding a  child  and  does  not  commit  either  the 
school  or  the  Child  Guidance  Services  to  fur- 
ther contacts  with  the  family.  Direct  Service, 
including  interviewing  and  psychological  test- 
ing, if  indicated,  is  available  for  those  parents 
and  children  whose  problems  seem  serious 
enough  to  warrant  contacts  with  the  family  and 
an  individual  study  of  the  child. 

Principals  and  counselors  are  urged  to  make 
as  early  a  selection  as  possible  of  those  cases 
with  which  they  need  help.  Problems  which  are 
sensed  in  their  beginning  stages  are  usually  more 
easily  solved.  Younger  children  are  often  easier 
to  help  than  older  children. 

Consultation  service  may  be  arranged  by  a 
telephone  or  written  request  to  the  Child  Guid- 
ance Services  worker  assigned  to  the  school.  Re- 
quest for  direct  service  for  parents  may  be  made 
by  suggesting  to  the  parent  that  he  phone  the 
Child  Guidance  Services  for  an  appointment  or 
by  sending  a  written  request  on  one  of  the 
Child  Guidance  Services  application  forms. 
Every  effort  will  be  made  to  give  parents  early 
appointments.

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Geographic  Society  Resumes  School  Bulletin  Publication 


The  National  Geographic  Society  has  an- 
nounced that  the  Geographic  School  Bulletins 
will  resume  publication  for  the  1951-52  school 
year  on  October  1. 

For  more  than  thirty  years  the  Bulletins  have 
been  popular  aids  to  teachers.  Last  year  more 
than  30,000  teachers  and  students  received, 
through  the  Bulletins,  over  170  geographic  arti- 
cles illustrated  with  nearly  200  superb  National 
Geographic  photographs  and  maps  —  all  of 
this  for  a  nominal  subscription  fee  for  the  thirty 
weekly  issues. 

The  publication  is  one  of  the  Society's  leading 
educational  features.  It  is,  in  fact,  a  gift  to 
education  by  the  2,000,000  members  of  the 
National  Geographic  Society.  The  subscription 
fee  merely  covers  mailing  and  handling  charges. 
All  other  costs  are  borne  by  the  Society's  educa- 
tional fund. 

At  home  and  abroad  the  Society  keeps  a 
large  staff  of  researchers  busily  engaged  keeping 
abreast  of  fast-moving  world  events.  The  results 
of  their  work  give  the  Society  a  rich  reservoir 
of  information  from  which  the  editors  of  the 
Bulletins  draw  material  for  teachers  and  stu- 
dents throughout  the  year. 

The  demand  for  news  background  material 
such  as  is  presented  by  the  Bulletins  originated 
during  the  first  World  War  when  newspapers 
urged  the  Society  to  make  available  up-to-the- 
minute  geographic  data. 

Many  requests  for  this  material  then  came 
from  teachers.  The  Society  agreed  to  defray  the 
cost  of  preparing  and  printing  the  data  in  a 
form  suitable  for  classroom  use.  The  U.  S.  Office 
of  Education  distributed  it  under  government 
frank.  Thus,  in  1919,  the  Society  inaugurated 
the  Geographic  School  Bulletins. 

The  demand  for  the  Bulletins  soon  overtaxed 
the  mailing  facilities  of  the  Office  of  Education. 


Educators  suggested  that,  rather  than  suspend 
distribution  of  the  publication,  the  Society  mail 
it  directly  to  teachers  who  would  pay  the  mail- 
ing and  handling  costs.  Since  1921  this  pro- 
cedure has  been  followed.  Now,  upon  payment 
of  40  cents,  any  accredited  teacher,  librarian,  or 
advanced  student  in  the  United  States  or  its 
possessions  may  subscribe.  Teachers  may  also 
obtain  subscriptions  for  classroom  use  if  copies 
are  mailed  in  bulk  to  one  address. 

Within  the  past  year  the  Bulletins  have 
touched  upon  such  subjects  as  countries  of 
every  continent,  the  separate  treatment  of  gov- 
ernment changes;  news-highlighted  areas,  such 
as  cities,  rivers,  mountains,  and  islands;  avia- 
tion, railroads,  and  other  newsworthy  transpor- 
tation subjects;  industries  and  commodities  in 
the  news. 

The  writers  of  the  Bulletins  collect  their  ma- 
terial from  such  sources  as  the  travel  experience 
of  National  Geographic  staff  men;  the  National 
Geographic's  library  of  geography  reference 
books  and  its  collection  of  detailed  maps;  stories 
published  in  the  National  Geographic  Maga- 
zine; and  Government  bureaus,  scientific  insti- 
tutions, and  available  specialists  —  sources  of 
geographic  information  which  an  individual 
teacher  could  not  tap  in  several  lifetimes. 

The  Bulletins  are  illustrated  from  the  So- 
ciety's files  of  300,000  photographs,  obtained 
at  the  cost  of  years  of  arduous  travel  and  some- 
times at  the  risk  of  life. 

In  line  with  its  purpose  of  increasing  and 
diffusing  geographic  knowledge,  the  National 
Geographic  Society  has  sent  expeditions  to  ex- 
plore remote  parts  of  the  world  and  unknown 
realms  of  science.  Its  Geographic  School  Bulle- 
tins are  a  further  expression  of  the  same  pur- 
pose, helping  the  youth  of  America  to  under- 
stand geographic  factors  that  touch  their  lives.

City  College  Announces 
Planetarium   Lectures 

Planetarium  lectures  to  interested  student 
groups  in  public  and  private  schools  in  the  Bay 
Area  will  be  presented  at  the  City  College  of 
San  Francisco,  Ocean  and  Phelan  Avenues,  on 
Tuesday  afternoons. 

The  planetarium,  which  is  housed  in  the 
large  observatory  dome  on  top  of  the  Science 
Building,  has  a  seating  capacity  of  fifty  persons. 
The  main  projector  reveals  the  positions  of  1500 
stars  as  observed  from  any  latitude  20  degrees 
south  of  the  equator  to  any  latitude  up  to  90 
degrees  north  at  the  north  pole.  An  auxiliary 
projector  shows  the  position  of  the  sun,  the 
moon  and  its  phase,  and  the  five  naked-eye 
planets  for  any  desired  date.  There  are  several 
additional  projectors  that  exhibit  specific  items 
of  interest  in  the  heavens,  some  of  which  are  of 
particular  value  to  students  of  navigation. 

Planetarium  demonstrations  are  to  be  given 
each  Tuesday  afternoon  between  the  hours  of 
one  and  five  o'clock.  A  showing  usually  lasts 
slightly  under  one  hour.  A  visit  to  the  planet- 
arium may  be  undertaken  as  a  field  trip  project 
in  nature  study,  or  in  connection  with  a  physi- 
cal science  class  or  school  science  club,  but  it  is 
emphasized  that  the  planetarium  is  open  to  all 
students  regardless  of  their  interests. 

The  schedule  of  lectures  is  from  1  p.m.  to 
1:55;  2  to  2:55  p.m.;  3  to  3:55  p.m.,  and  from  4 
to  4:55  p.m. 

Lectures  are  available  upon  request.  Other 
information  may  be  had  by  notifying  Dr.  Louis 
Berman,  Department  of  Astronomy,  City  Col- 
lege of  San  Francisco,  Ocean  and  Phelan  Av- 
enues; or  phoning  the  school  (JU  7-7272).

Procedure  Relative  Use  of  School   Property 


For  the  information  of  principals,  the  follow- 
ing instructions  relative  the  "Use  of  School 
Property"  are  reprinted  from  the  Teachers' 
and  Administrators'  Guidebook  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District: 

THE  USE  OF  SCHOOL  PROPERTY 

Applications  for  the  use  of  school  property 
must  be  made  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
on  forms  provided  by  the  School  Department. 
Such  forms  must  be  signed  by  the  sponsor,  the 
leader  of  the  group,  or  by  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  organization. 

After  being  signed  by  an  officer  of  the  organi- 
zation, applications  must  be  presented  to  the 
principal  of  the  school  in  which  use  of  the  facil- 
ity is  desired  and  the  principal's  signature  must 
be  secured  to  show  that  the  facility  is  not  re- 
quired for  school  purposes  on  the  date  re- 
quested. 

a.  Directions  for  Applying  for  Use  of  School 
Property — 

(1)  The  application  form,  COMPLETELY 
filled  in.  should  be  returned  to  the  Office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  (93  Grove  Street, 
San  Francisco  2,  California)  at  least  TEN 
DAYS  prior  to  the  date  for  which  use  is  desired. 

(2)  The  application  must  be  signed  by  an 
officer  of  the  organization  named,  with  full 
authorization  to  bind  the  organization  in  the 
manner  indicated.  A  description  of  the  organi- 
zation making  the  application,  giving  its  nature, 
purposes,  and  officers  should  be  attached  to  this 
application. 

(3)  After  the  permission  applied  for  is  grant- 
ed, a  permit  for  the  use  of  the  building  or  facil- 
ity will  be  issued  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  mailed  to  the  address  indicated  on 
the  reverse  side  of  the  application.  Persons  in 
charge  of  school  buildings  must  refuse  to  open 
the  building  unless  this  permit  is  presented. 

(4)  When  conflicting  dates  have  resulted,  or 
when  need  of  the  property  for  public  school 
purposes  has  subsequently  developed,  any  per- 
mit may  be  revoked  without  previous  notice. 
For  other  cause,  permits  may  be  revoked  at  any 
time  upon  reasonable  notice.  All  permits  are  re- 
voked automatically  at  the  end  of  each  school 
year. 

(5)  Use  or  occupancy  of  school  property  by 
any  subversive  element  is  not  permitted.  Section 
19432  of  the  Education  Code  defines  "subver- 
sive element." 

(6)  No  public  meeting  or  entertainment  held 
on  school  property  will  be  permitted  that  re- 
flects in  any  way  unfavorably  upon  citizens  of 
the  United  States  because  of  their  race,  color,  or 
creed.1 

b.  Rules  and.  Regulations  of  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Education — 


Permission  for  the  use  of  school  buildings  or 
parts  of  school  buildings  for  other  than  school 
purposes  may  be  granted  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  subject  to  the  following  rules  and 
regulations: 

( 1 )  The  janitor  will  be  in  charge  of  the  build- 
ing during  the  entire  time  that  it  is  open. 

(2)  Any  use  contrary  to,  or  in  violation  of. 
any  law,  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  grounds  for 
cancellation  of  the  permit  and  for  removing  the 
users  from  the  property,  and  shall  bar  such  in- 
dividual, group,  or  organization  from  further 
use  thereof. 

(3)  Any  individual,  group,  or  organization 
using  school  property  for  civic  center  or  other 
purposes  shall  hold  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  its  governing  board,  the  indi- 
vidual members  thereof,  and  all  district  officers, 
agents,  and  employees  free  and  without  harm 
from  any  loss,  damage,  liability,  cost  or  expense 
that  may  arise,  during,  or  be  caused  in  any  way 
by.  such  use  or  occupancy  of  school  property. 

(4)  The  use  of  a  building  for  sectarian  pur- 
poses will  not  be  granted. 

(5)  If  dancing  or  card  playing  is  contemplat- 
ed, full  details  must  be  stated  on  the  front  of  the 
application. 

(6)  The  playing  of  any  games  for  money  shall 
not  be  permitted. 

(7)  The  moving  of  furniture  from  one  room 
to  another,  or  the  removing  of  furniture  from 
the  building  for  any  purpose  is  forbidden. 

(8)  Permission  to  use  school  buildings  or 
school  facilities  is  also  subject  to  rules  and  regu- 
lations that  are  in  effect  at  the  time  the  appli- 
cation or  request  for  such  permission  is  made. 

(9)  State  law  requires  a  rental  fee.  in  ad- 
dition to  an  expense  charge,  if  admission  is 
charged  or  collections  are  solicited,  and  if  all  of 
the  proceeds  are  not  used  for  the  benefit  of 
children  of  the  district  for  charitable  purposes, 
for  general  character  building,  for  welfare  or- 
ganization. 

c.  Responsibility  for  Building — 

Jurisdiction — Day  and  Evening  Schools. 

The  day  school  principal  has  sole  jurisdiction 
during  the  period  of  the  day  that  the  school  is 
in  session,  and  the  adult  school  principal  has 
sole  jurisdiction  during  the  period  of  the  day 
that  the  adult  school  is  in  session.2 

The  principal  shall  be  in  general  administra- 
tive charge  of  the  school  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  observance  of  school  laws,  Board  policies 
and  regulations,  and  Central  Office  policies.3

In  addition 
to  classes  of  general  interest,  special  courses  will 
be  devoted  to  business  administration,  engineer- 
ing, music,  foreign  languages,  and  education. 
Catalogs  listing  the  courses  are  now  available 
at  Extension  centers. 

According  to  Dr.  Baldwin  M.  Woods,  Exten- 
sion director,  the  courses  have  been  designed 
around  three  main  aims:  to  help  men  and 
women  advance  themselves  professionally;  to 
aid  them  in  meeting  their  responsibilities  as 
citizens;  and  to  assist  them  in  their  pursuit  of 
intellectual  interests. 

While  many  of  the  classes  in  this  fall's  offer- 
ing will  be  given  for  the  first  time,  most  of  the 
courses  offered  have  proved  so  popular  in  the 
past  that  they  are  conducted  each  session,  or 
at  least  periodically.

New  U.  C.  Hospital  Addition 

The  13th  and  14th  floors  of  the  Herbert  C. 
Moffitt  Teaching  Hospital,  now  rising  at  the 
University  of  California  School  of  Medicine, 
will  be  completed  at  the  same  time  as  the  main 
body  of  the  structure,  it  was  announced  today. 

For  this  purpose  the  Board  of  Regents  has 
approved  conditions  totaling  $664,794.25  to 
present  construction  contracts.  Earlier  plans 
called  for  erection  of  the  skeleton  of  the  two 
stories,  completion  at  some  later  date. 

The  13th  story  will  house  activities  of  the 
division  of  gynecology,  while  the  14th  story  will 
house  obstetrics,  including  delivery  rooms  and 
nurseries.  The  earlier  plans  called  for  these  di- 
visions to  be  located  temporarily  on  the  fifth 
floor  of  the  present  University  Hospital. 

The  two  floors  will  contain  a  total  of  96  beds, 
in  addition  to  the  nursery  facilities. 

Dean  Francis  S.  Smyth  said  that  a  feature  of 
the  14th  floor  will  be  space  in  the  nursery  area 
for  "rooming-in"  of  mothers  and  their  babies. 
This  is  a  relatively  new  system  of  care  in  which 
mother  and  child  are  kept  together  almost  from 
the  time  of  delivery. 

Dean  Smyth  pointed  out  that  while  "room- 
ing-in" appears  to  have  a  place  in  maternity 
care,  the  systems  needs  further  study.  The  new 
hospital  will  permit  study  of  "rooming-in" 
along  with  orthodox  maternity  care. 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  new  hospital  last 
year.  At  that  time  it  was  hoped  the  structure 
would  be  completed  for  the  fall  of  1952.  Delays 
in  obtaining  materials  have  postponed  the 
target  date  for  completion  until  late  1952  or 
early  1953.  At  present  the  erection  of  steel  is 
about  half  complete.

957   Foreign   Students 
Now  Enrolled  at  U.  C. 

Some  957  foreign  students  are  currently  en- 
rolled on  northern  campuses  of  the  University 
of  California.  Representing  approximately  76 
countries,  most  of  the  foreign  students  are  reg- 
istered at  Berkeley  (818),  followed  by  Davis 
(101),  and  the  San  Francisco  Medical  Center 
(33). 

In  a  report  released  today  by  Allen  C.  Blais- 
dell,  adviser  to  foreign  students  on  the  Berkeley 
campus,  it  was  revealed  that  the  largest  foreign 
student  representation  comes  from  China  with 
104  students.  Other  large  representations  come 
from  Israel  (78),  Iraq  (53),  Canada  (52),  and 
India  (48). 

Of  the  818  foreign  students  on  the  Berkeley 
campus,  about  one  half  are  studying  various 
phases  of  engineering  and  other  sciences.  About 
one  fourth  are  enrolled  in  the  social  sciences 
and  the  rest  are  majoring  in  such  professional 
training  as  architecture,  law,  and  education. 

On  the  Davis  campus  the  101  foreign  stu- 
dents are  studying  general  agriculture,  pomol- 
ogy, agronomy,  irrigation,  preveterinary  medi- 
cine, and  other  phases  of  agricultural  studies. 

Study  at  the  San  Francisco  Medical  Center 
includes  dentistry,  pharmacy,  nursing,  dietetics, 
medicine,  and  X-ray  technology.

Aquarium  Accessions 

Steinhart  Aquarium,  located  in  Golden  Gate 
Park,  announces  a  display  of  34  Moorish  idols. 
A  Zanclus  (generic  name  for  the  Moorish  idol) 
has  long  been  the  official  insignia  of  the  Aquar- 
ium, but  for  several  months  there  was  not  a 
Zanclus  to  be  found  in  its  tanks. 

The  Moorish  idols  now  flaunting  their  black 
and  yellow  awning  stripes  in  tank  number  24 
were  caught  in  the  recesses  of  a  wrecked  Jap- 
anese submarine.  Dr.  Earl  Herald,  Curator  of 
Aquatic  Biology,  arrived  in  Honolulu  in  time  to 
place  these  lively  fishes  aboard  the  Standord  Oil 
tanker  F.  S.  Bryant,  together  with  well  over  200 
other  tropical  reef  fishes,  which  are  now  on 
exhibit. 

A  separate  shipment  of  70  Scatophagus  — 
animated  green  pancakes  with  dark  brown  spots 
— arrived  from  the  Bureau  of  Fisheries  of  the 
Philippines. 

Another  donor  presented  the  Academy  with  a 
Varanus  Salvador — a  lizard  from  Luzon  which 
attains  a  length  of  six  feet  in  his  homeland.  This 
one  is  18  inches  long  and  thin  from  a  hunger 
strike.  The  strike  is  over,  the  Varanus  is  gaining 
weight  and  length,  and  the  staff  is  beginning  to 
worry  about  where  they  would  put  a  six-foot 
lizard.

Three  black  toads  of  a  species  which  "has 
perhaps  the  most  restricted  range  and  fewest 
living  representatives  of  any  known  amphibian" 
are  on  display  in  Steinhart  Aquarium.

New  Addition  Opened  to 
Simpson  African   Hall 

A  new  addition  to  Simson  African  Hall  open- 
ed to  the  public  at  the  California  Academy  of 
Sciences  and  mark  the  climax  to  the  life  work 
of  the  hall's  founder,  Engineer  Leslie  Simson. 

Under  preparation  for  many  months,  the  ad- 
dition includes  three  habitat  exhibits  of  large 
African  mammals,  portrayed  with  an  astound- 
ing realism,  built  from  field  notes  and  sketches 
dating  back  to  Simson's  African  expedition  in 
1930. 

The  notes  were  kept  by  Frank  Tose  on  the 
expedition  and  Tose  later  used  them  in  building 
Simson  African  Hall.  He  died  in  1944  and  his 
son  Cecil,  has  carried  on  as  preparator  of  ex- 
hibits ever  since. 

Cecil  Tose,  educated  in  art  and  zoology,  uses 
the  skills  of  both  in  each  exhibit. 

Bones  of  such  animals  as  kudus,  African 
buffalo  and  bongos  are  reassembled  in  skeleton 
form.  A  "body"  of  wire  and  plaster  is  built  upon 
the  bones  and  a  mold  made. 

From  the  mold  of  the  animal  comes  a  plaster 
cast,  which  is  then  covered  with  the  animal's 
tanned  hide. 

The  animal  is  set  into  a  lifelike  setting  of 
rocks  (made  of  plastic)  trees  (of  wire,  paper 
and  wood)  and  grasses  (of  a  variety  of  ma- 
terials.) The  land  behind,  dexterously  painted 
by  such  artists  as  Belmore  Browne  of  Ross,  To- 
shio  Asaeda  of  San  Francisco,  and  Ray  Strong 
of  Mill  Valley,  fades  away  to  the  horizon. 

As  Tose  himself  says:  the  preparation  is  an 
exacting  one. 

"The  art  that  is  required  for  a  museum  habi- 
tat group  is  different  from  that  of  other  art 
forms,"  he  said.  "The  painting,  sculpture,  taxi- 
dermy, plastics  work  must  all  unite  in  giving  an 
exact  appearance  of  reality." 

In  a  special  exhibit,  Tose  and  his  half  dozen 
associates  have  demonstrated  the  step-by-step 
process  of  building  an  exhibit  from  the  taking 
of  notes  in  the  field  to  the  finished  product  in 
the  museum. 

Two  other  habitat  groups  complete  the  new 
addition.

The  Superintendent  has  been  requested  to 
prepare  a  Christmas  message  for  the  weekly 
bulletin.  He  has  suggested  that  a  Christmas 
message  which  he  wrote  and  which  appeared 
in  this  bulletin  before  be  reprinted  since  it 
expresses  very  clearly  the  Superintendent's 
feelings  which  he  believes  are  worthy  of  con- 
sideration during  this  Holy  Season. 

"Soon  we  shall  be  celebrating  the  most 
sacred  holiday  for  the  Christian  world.  Were 
it  not  for  this  holiday,  it  would  indeed  be  a 
dull  and  truly  bleak  month  for  Christians. 
It  is  a  time  when  children  and  adults  look 
forward  to  the  exchanging  of  gifts  to  bring 
happiness  to  one  another.  If  the  real  signifi- 
cance of  this  day  were  allowed  to  have  its 
fullest  possible  effect  upon  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  men,  and  'Peace  on  Earth  to  Men 
of  Good  Will'  were  to  become  an  actuality, 
how  different  the  world  scene  now  and  in 
the  future  would  be.  An  appreciation  of  the 
significance  of  this  day  and  action  based 
upon  it  would  do  much  to  promote  the' 
brotherhood  of  man  of  which  there  is  so 
much  discussion. 

"Knowledge  and  understanding  beget  tol- 
erance and  respect  for  another's  point  of 
view.  The  significance  of  this  season  to  the 
Christian,  his  love  of  the  event  it  commem- 
orates, the  beauty  of  its  music,  poetry,  and 
drama  can  be  shared  with  our  Jewish 
friends. 

"About  this  same  season  of  the  year  Jew- 


ish homes  observe  the  Chanukah  feast  days 
or  Feast  of  Dedication  which  should  be  of 
interest  to  those  who  are  Christians.  At  this 
season  Jewish  children  also  present  gifts  to 
each  other. 

"The  religious  significance  of  this  eight 
day  period  for  Jewish  people  is  its  commem- 
oration of  the  fact  that,  in  the  year  165  .B.C., 
the  Temple  in  Jerusalem  was  reclaimed  from 
Syrian  Armies  oppressing  the  Jews.  For 
eight  days  a  cup  of  oil  was  burned  in  the 
Temple  to  commemorate  its  redemption, 
although  it  appeared  that  the  small  amount 
of  oil  found  in  the  Temple  was  sufficient  for 
but  one  day. 

"There  are  forces  in  the  world  today 
which  would  divide  us  into  groups  and  mag- 
nify our  differences.  The  respect  for  one  an- 
other's viewpoint  which  comes  from  knowl- 
edge and  understanding  will  do  much  to 
counteract  these  forces  of  evil. 

"May  that  same  light  which  shone  nearly 
2000  years  ago  and  brought  hope  to  a  world 
torn  by  dissension  again  bring  by  its  shining 
to  members  of  the  staff,  pupils  in  the  schools 
and  their  families,  hope,  faith,  and  happiness 
during  this  sacred  Christmas  Season."

The  Governing  Council  of  the  Teachers'  As- 
sociation of  San  Francisco  will  hold  its  regular 
monthly  meeting  on  Monday,  December  17, 
at  4:00  p.m.,  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Health 
Center  Building,  101  Grove  Street. 
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A  Reminder 

Because  of  telephone  calls  and  letters 
which  the  Superintendent  has  received  from 
citizens  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our 
schools,  he  is  asking  teachers  to  discuss  with 
their  pupils  the  importance  of  conducting 
themselves  properly  on  trolley  cars  and 
busses. 

Complaints  are  received  periodically  to  the 
effect  that  some  pupils  are  loud  and  boister- 
ous as  well  as  rude  to  adults  who  happen  to 
be  using  public  conveyances,  particularly  at 
the  time  of  school  dismissal. 

Attention  should  also  be  called  to  the  im- 
portance of  not  defacing  any  of  these  busses. 
Only  recently  it  was  reported  to  the  Superin- 
tendent that  one  of  the  Municipal  busses 
which  takes  pupils  to  one  of  our  junior  high 
schools  was  badly  defaced.  In  this  situation, 
the  transportation  of  these  pupils  is  being 
paid  for  by  the  School  District  although 
legally  there  is  no  requirement  that  this  be 
done.  The  Superintendent  has  directed  As- 
sistant Superintendent  Edwin  E.  Niccolls  to 
inform  him  immediately  if  such  a  thing  ever 
occurs  again.  Upon  receiving  such  informa- 
tion, the  Superintendent  will  direct  that  the 
Municipal  bus  not  go  to  this  point  for  the 
convenience  of  students  and  will  recommend 
to  the  Board  of  Education  that  it  stop  im- 
mediately providing  free  transportation  for 
these  students  and  let  them  get  to  the  junior 
high  school  at  their  own  expense. 

The  Superintendent  trusts  that  this  may 
not  have  to  happen  but  he  is  determined  that 
during  these  times  when  there  is  a  great 
scarcity  of  materials,  and  even  though  there 
were  not  such  scarcity,  boys  and  girls  attend- 
ing our  public  schools  should  show  the  qual- 
ity of  citizenship  which  is  taught  to  them  by 
their  teachers.  The  assistance  of  all  teachers 
in  stressing  with  their  pupils  the  postitive 
phase  of  good  citizenship,  both  in  and  out  of 
schools,  will  be  greatly  appreciated.

Teachers  of  the  Mentally 
Retarded   Needed 

The  Personnel  Office  is  vitally  concerned  in 
securing  qualified  teachers  to  instruct  mentally 
retarded  students  in  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools.  Applications  are  especially  needed  from 
teachers  qualified  to  handle  students  of  ele- 
mentary age. 

Any  teachers  now  in  the  system  who  are 
interested  in  this  type  of  work  should  get  in 
touch  with  the  Personnel  Office  concerning  the 
requirements,  and  all  teachers  are  requested  to 
encourage  applications  from  students  now  pre- 
paring to  enter  the  teaching  field. 

A  special  credential  to  teach  the  mentally  re- 
tarded is  required,  but  this  credential  may  be 
granted  to  those  having  certain  minimum  re- 
quirements, providing  the  additional  require- 
ments for  the  regular  credential  are  secured 
while  in  service. 

The  need  in  this  area  is  acute,  particularly  as 
relates  to  the  instruction  of  the  severely  retarded 
child.

University  of  California 
Announces  Scholarships 

More  than  500  scholarships  are  open  to  high 
school  students  at  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia's campuses  in  1952,  the  University's  Com- 
mittee on  Undergraduate  Scholarships  an- 
nounced last  week. 

These  scholarships,  offering  varying  stipends, 
are  classified  in  four  general  groups. 

The  first  and  largest  group  are  general  awards 
open  to  students  who  plan  to  enter  the  Berkeley, 
Davis  or  Los  Angeles  campuses  of  the  univer- 
sity. Stipends  range  from  $150  to  $300  per  year. 
Applicants  must  have  a  "B"  average  or  better 
in  all  previous  scholastic  work. 

The  second  provides  a  few  restricted  scholar- 
ships to  students  coming  from  certain  areas, 
pursuing  certain  studies,  or  meeting  other  speci- 
fications of  the  donor.  These  are  open  to  stu- 
dents planning  to  enter  the  Berkeley,  Davis,  Los 
Angeles  or  Santa  Barbara  campuses. 

A  third  is  open  to  entering  students  on  any 
campus  of  the  university  and  is  provided  by  the 
California  Alumni  Association  and  the  UCLA 
Alumni  Association  in  co-operation  with  the 
university. 

The  fourth  provides  a  limited  number  of  hon- 
orary scholarships,  carrying  no  stipends,  open 
to  entering  freshmen  who  have  attained  a  high 
scholastic  standing  but  who  have  sufficient 
financial  resources.  They  are  open  to  qualified 
students  who  plan  to  enter  any  campus  of  the 
university. 

Application  forms  for  any  of  the  four  groups 
may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  committee  on 
undergraduate  scholarships  on  either  the  Berk- 
eley or  Los  Angeles  campuses.  Students  wishing 
to  enter  at  Berkeley  or  Davis  or  to  obtain  a 
California  Alumni  scholarship  or  an  honorary 
scholarship  on  any  campus  of  the  university, 
should  write  to  Berkeley. 

March  1,  1952,  is  the  final  date  for  filing 
applications.

N.  Loyall  McLaren,  senior  partner  in  the  firm 
of  McLaren,  Goode,  West  and  Company,  has 
been  named  San  Francisco  chairman  of  the 
1952  March  of  Dimes  appeal,  which  opens  to- 
day.

Adult   Education   Division 
Courses  for  Winter  Quarter 

To  work  with  the  community  in  such  a  way 
as  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  all  adults  is 
the  objective  of  the  Adult  Education  Division 
of  San  Francisco's  public  school  system.  In  200 
locations  throughout  the  city,  at  every  hour  of 
the  day  and  evening,  classes  are  held  to  serve 
the  people  of  the  various  neighborhoods.  Thou- 
sands of  adults  in  San  Francisco  learn  during 
their  leisure — for  their  leisure. 

Parents  of  the  community,  fathers  and  moth- 
ers, are  given  an  opportunity  for  direct  training 
in  home  and  family  life.  Adults  who  are  plan- 
ning to  travel  may  acquire  a  conversational 
knowledge  of  Spanish,  French,  Russian,  Italian, 
German,  or  other  foreign  languages.  Forums 
and  lecture  series  on  current  topics  of  interest 
are  always  available. 

In  shop  and  studio,  adults  work  on  objects 
for  the  home — polishing  stones  in  the  lapidary 
class,  fashioning  mounts  in  the  jewelry  group 
throwing  pottery,  weaving  cloth,  and  so  on.  A 
husband  and  wife  may  join  to  reupholster  their 
living  room  furniture  or  even  to  build  a  new 
breakfast  set.  Home  gardening  and  vegetable 
gardening  are  activities  in  which  hundreds  par- 
ticipate. Photography  classes  are  crowded. 

Men  and  women  come  together  in  great  num- 
bers to  learn  folk  dancing,  and  women,  particu- 
larly, work  to  develop  poise  and  posture  and 
confidence  in  personality  development  classes. 

Civil  service  classes  and  instruction  in  all 
commercial  fields  train  and  upgrade  workers 
for  San  Francisco's  offices.  Those  who  wish  to 
complete  high  school,  or  even  elementary 
school,  may  do  so  by  attending  classes  leading 
to  a  certificate  of  graduation. 

In  half  a  dozen  different  locations  activities 
especially  designed  for  adults  over  60  years  of 
age  are  operating  enthusiastically.  Elsewhere, 
seeing  persons  come  together  to  learn  to  write 
Braille  and  prepare  books  for  the  blind. 

For  the  person  who  is  interested  in  learning 
to  speak  to  groups,  to  write,  to  act,  to  drive  a 
car,  there  is  a  course. 

In  such  activities  as  these,  nearly  90,000  San 
Francisco  adults  will  participate  this  year.  On

City  College  Rates  High 

Academically,  City  College  of  San  Francisco 
has  the  highest  rating  of  any  two  year  college  in 
California,  according  to  a  report  just  issued  by 
the  University  of  California. 

The  three  year  scholastic  record,  1948  to  1950 
inclusive,  of  the  students  who  entered  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  from  the  City  College  of 
San  Francisco  reveals  that  City  College  gradu- 
ates and  transfers  lead  all  other  Junior  Colleges 
and  four  year  colleges  of  the  State.  Since  1948, 
1,281  students  have  continued  their  upper  divi- 
sion work  at  the  University  of  California  after 
graduation  from  City  College  of  San  Francisco. 
The  scholastic  average  which  these  students 
have  attained  at  the  University  of  California 
shows  the  least  differential  with  their  achieve- 
ment at  City  College,  namely  less  than  3  tenths 
of  1%.  Average  for  all  other  junior  colleges  and 
four  colleges  was  one-half  of  1%  differential.

In  addition 
to  the  courses  offered  by  the  institutions  of 
higher  learning,  the  courses  jointly  sponsored 
by  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District, 
the  San  Francisco  State  College  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  San  Francisco  are  given. 

The  jointly  sponsored  courses  were  organized 
to  give  specific  attention  to  curriculum  problems 
in  the  schools  and  are  of  immediate  value  in 
their  application  to  classroom  teaching.  Fur- 
thermore, all  of  the  offerings  listed  in  this  bulle- 
tin will  provide  teachers  with  an  opportunity 


to  earn  valid  salary  increment  credits  and  at 
the  same  time  implement  the  program  of  cur- 
riculum development. 

Registration  in  any  of  these  courses  is  option- 
al. Teachers  should  refer  to  the  salary  policy  of 
the  Board  of  Education  for  the  specific  limita- 
tions on  the  amount  of  work  which  may  be 
carried  in  any  one  semester  of  the  school  year. 
Since  enrollment  in  some  of  the  classes  will  be 
limited,  registration  should  be  prompt  and  final.

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YMCA  Announces   Building   Plans  for  San   Francisco 


Nineteen  fifty-two  will  be  a  banner  year  for 
10,000  youth  in  the  Bay  Area  who  will  realize 
concrete  fulfillment  of  the  YMCA  dream  of  the 
century — new  construction  or  modernization  for 
five  YMCA  branch  youth  centers  at  an  outlay 
of  $860,000  donated  by  the  public. 

Already  under  way  as  the  YMCA  starts  its 
99th  year  of  service  here,  the  extensive  building 
program  was  detailed  for  the  first  time  last 
week  by  businessman  Donald  K.  Grant,  Ray- 
mond L.  Hanson  and  the  San  Francisco  YM- 
CA's  Managing  Director,  Roy  Sorenson.  They 
spoke  before  225  volunteers  gathered  together 
at  the  annual  assembly  dinner  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco YMCA  (6:15  p.m.,  Monday  night,  Jan. 
14)  in  Central  Branch  YMCA.  220  Golden 
Gate  Ave. 

They  outlined  1952  building  plans  and  prog- 
ress as  follows: 

1.  Completion  of  the  first  project,  the  $230.- 
000  San  Francisco  YMCA  Branch  at  Burlin- 
game  on  North  El  Camino  Real,  in  October. 
1951. 

2.  Start  of  the  $250,000  modernization  pro- 
gram for  three  floors  of  Central  Branch  YMCA, 
220  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  in  November,  1951, 
with  Wagner  and  Martinez,  contractors,  due  to 
complete  the  job  in  May,  1952. 

3.  Ground  breaking  ceremonies  early  this 
Spring  for  the  new  $200,000  Golden  West  YM- 
CA Branch  in  Stonestown  (Eucalyptus  near 
19th  Avenue)  to  serve  youth  in  the  West  of 
Twin  Peaks  neighborhoods:  completion  date, 
June,  1952. 

4.  Construction  of  two  $90,000  new  buildings 
for  Mission  YMCA  Branch  at  corner  of  Mission 
and  Cuvier  Streets  and  for  Park- Presidio  YM- 
CA in  the  Richmond  district  (360- 18th  Avenue) 
where  the  old  branch  building  will  be  razed  this 
year. 

The  building  program  is  all  part  of  a  YMCA 
master  plan  for  1952,  according  to  Roy  Soren- 
son, while  each  youth  center  will  be  of  different 
individual  design  all  new  and  modernized  build- 
ings share  a  common  purpose  and  basic  design 
to  best  serve  youth  by  providing  facilities  to 
train  youth  leaders  of  groups  which  meet  in  the 
community,  in  homes  and  schools,  and  for  the 
many  kinds  of  inter-club  activity. 

The  new  YMCA  facilities  will  also  be  open 
to  young  adults  18  years  of  age.  These  centers 
will  contain  facilities  for  counselor,  parent  and 
committee  meetings  and  in  addition,  the  build- 
ings will  be  open  to  outside  community  groups 
working  in  the  interest  of  youth. 

Donald  K.  Grant,  former  president  of  the  San 
Francisco  YMCA  Branch  Board  of  Managers 
in  Burlingame.  told  how  the  first  of  the  five  "Y" 
building  projects  had  been  completed  in  Oc- 
tober of  last  year  and  a  month  after  its  opening, 
attendance    increased   more    than    1,000.    This 


brick,  redwood  and  stucco  YMCA  has  14,000 
square  feet  of  space  devoted  to  a  little  theatre, 
craft  and  conference  rooms,  lounge,  social  hall 
and  gymnasium. 

Raymond  L.  Hanson,  past  president  of  the 
Central  Branch  YMCA  Board  of  Managers,  was 
also  a  speaker,  reporting  on  the  $250,000  mod- 
ernization progress  at  Central  "Y". 

"Since  1910,  when  Central  Branch  was  built, 
its  main  entrance  was  never  closed  until  this 
first  major  modernization  started,"  he  said, 
"and  despite  our  now  locking  the  front  door  so 
that  the  stairs  can  be  removed  and  three  floors 
of  this  nine-story  building  completely  remodel- 
ed, it's  business  as  usual,  all  traffic  coming  in 
and  out  of  the  building  through  a  side  en- 
trance." 

Hanson  said  that  when  May,  1952  rolls 
around,  the  modernization  will  result  in  a  street 
floor  and  sub-basement  housing  business  and 
information  offices,  up-to-date  locker  room, 
health  clubs,  individual  exercise  rooms,  show- 
ers and  other  physical  facilities,  plus  an  entire 
second  floor  for  an  activity  center.  On  this 
latter  floor,  the  old  fashioned  lobby  will  be  re- 
moved, steep  stairs  abolished  and  two  auto- 
matic elevators  installed.

Rule  on  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership 
in  professional  organizations,  Superintendent 
Herbert  C.  Clish  calls  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion at  its  meeting  September  14,  1937: 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional 
Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting 
the  professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative office  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any 
teacher  organization  in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and 
unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher  organiaztions. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any 
principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or  other 
school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or 
refrain  from  joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  at- 
tention to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term  by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's 
Bulletin.

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  who  leave 
school  for  any  reason  without  taking  a  transfer 
to  another  school  should  be  immediately  report- 
ed to  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance  as  Left 
Without  Transfer.  Before  reporting  these  pupils 
as  Left  Without  Transfer,  they  should  be  check- 
ed as  carefully  as  possible  by  the  school,  and 
when  reported  the  Left  Without  Transfer 
should  have  as  much  information  as  possible  for 
the  Supervisor  of  Attendance. 


"Values  for  Living"  New  Course 

Arturo  B.  Fallico,  professor  of  philosophy  at 
San  Jose  State  College,  will  join  the  part-time 
faculty  of  Golden  Gate  College  in  San  Fran- 
cisco when  it  opens  its  new  Spring  semester  on 
February  11. 

Dr.  Fallico  will  teach  a  new  course  at  Golden 
Gate  entitled,  "Values  For  Living,"  on  Friday 
evenings  beginning  February  15.  Classes  will  be 
held  from  6:50  to  9:30  p.m.,  at  537  Market 
Street,  the  downtown  location  of  the  College. 
(3  semester  units.) 

In  describing  the  new  course  offering,  Dr.

New  Instructions  on  Postal  Rates 

The  following  instructions  are  in  addition  to 
the  information  published  in  newspapers  recent- 
ly regarding  increased  Domestic  Postage  Rates 
and  Service  Fees,  effective  January  1,  1952. 

The  weight  limit  of  40  pounds,  if  for  deliverv 
in  the  local,  first  or  second  zones  and  20  pounds 
if  for  delivery  in  the  third  to  eighth  zones,  now 
applying  to  parcel  post,  will  also  apply  to  ar- 
ticles mailed  at  the  first  class  rates  of  postage  for 
delivery  from  one  first  class  post  office  to  an- 
other. 

A  list  of  First  Class  Post  Offices  with  named 
Stations  and  Branches  is  offered  for  sale  at  a 
price  of  25  cents  by  the  Superintendent  of  Docu- 
ments, Government  Printing  Office,  Washington 
25,  D.  C.  and  patrons  desiring  copies  should 
send  their  remittance  and  order  direct  to  that 
office. 


Birthdate  Data  Needed 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked  im- 
mediately, principals  are  requested  to  send  at 
once  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  750  Eddy 
Street  "Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  for  all 
pupils  entering  the  kindergarten  and  1A  grades. 
If  the  parent  does  not  fill  out  one  of  these,  the 
teacher  should  prepare  the  blank  from  data  on 
the  permanent  card.  Only  in  this  way  will  it  be 
possible  for  the  Bureau  to  make  its  immediate 
check  of  ages. 

"Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  should  con- 
tain the  following  information,  if  available:  the 
number  of  the  birth  certificate,  the  place  and 
date  of  birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed 
statement  that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth 
certificate.  If  no  birth  certificate  is  obtainable, 
a  hospital  certificate  may  be  used  instead.  If 
such  birth  verification  is  not  readily  available, 
however,  "Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  are 
not  to  be  delayed  but  are  to  be  sent  in  immedi- 
ately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the  kin- 
dergarten his  birthdate  must  be  not  later  than 
May  1,  1947.  All  entrants  to  the  first  grade  must 
have  been  born  on  or  before  May  1 ,  1 946. 


Data  on  Life  Diplomas 

Teachers  who  have  completed  five  years  of 
service,  at  least  23  months  of  which  must  be  in 
the  public  schools  of  California  may  be  eligible 
for  Life  Diplomas.  If  applications  for  the  cre- 
dentials are  submitted  during  the  early  part  of 
1952,  both  the  Personnel  Office  and  the  State 
Department  of  Education  will  be  able  to  give 
the  applicant  better  service  in  connection  with 
his  application.  Teachers  who  believe  them- 
selves to  be  qualified  for  the  Life  Diploma  are 
urged  to  consult  Mrs.  Edythe  Holland  of  the 
Personnel  Office  concerning  their  application.

Student  Bicycle  Owners   Urged 
to   Procure   Licenses   Now 

The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  re- 
minds bicycle  owners  that  bicycle  licenses  for 
the  year  1952  are  now  due  and  payable.  These 
licenses  cost  fifty  cents  (50^)  per  year  and  are 
procurable  at  the  Tax  Collector's  Office,  Room 
105,  City  Hall. 

Police  officers  are  authorized  to  cite  to  court 
the  owner  of  any  bicycle  that  may  be  found 
being  operated  on  the  streets  of  San  Francisco 
without  proper  license;  also,  the  bicycle  may  be 
impounded  and  any  expense  incurred  shall  con- 
stitute a  lien  against  such  bicycle. 

Licensing  of  a  bicycle  affords  the  owner 
greater  protection  in  the  event  the  bicycle  is 
lost  or  stolen  and  renders  the  illicit  sale  of 
stolen  bicycles  much  more  difficult  of  achieve- 
ment. Since  the  inauguration  of  bicycle  licens- 
ing in  this  city,  thefts  have  been  held  to  a 
minimum  and  recoveries  of  stolen  bicycles  have 
been  increased  by  eighty  (80%)  per  cent. 

The  Superintendent  has  been  requested  by 
the  Chief  of  Police  to  inform  the  students  of  the 
public  schools  of  this  license  requirement  and 
that  teachers  discuss  it  with  their  classes.  It  is 
also  suggested  that  as  a  matter  of  further  co- 
operation that  unlicensed  bicycles  not  be  per- 
mitted on  school  grounds.

Student  Achievement  Awards  Planned

A  Timely  Editorial' 


"The  Other  Side— School  Children's  Green 
Pennant  Safety  Record  Should  be  Lesson  to 
'Hot  Rod'  Drivers." 

"Before  you  jump  to  the  fearful  conclusion, 
prompted  by  recent  instances  of  callous  reckless- 
ness on  the  part  of  young  'hot  rod'  drivers,  that 
the  streets  of  San  Francisco  aren't  safe  any 
more,  have  a  look  at  the  other  side  of  the  pic- 
ture. 

"The  other  side  shows  a  commendable  and  an 
effective  increase  in  the  safety-consciouness  of 
our  school  children,  reflected  in  the  statistics 
concerning  the  youngsters  and  schools  which 
have  been  participating  in  The  Call-Bulletin's 
Green  Pennant  Campaign. 

"This  safety  campaign  was  inaugurated  as  a 
public  service  five  years  ago;  in  that  period  the 
accident  rate  among  the  boys  and  girls  in  par- 
ticipating schools  has  shown  a  steady  decline, 
the  number  of  accidents  per  1,000  children  fall- 
ing from  3.70  in  1947  to  2.38  last  year. 

*  *         * 

"Under  this  program,  an  accident  is  charged 
against  a  school  if,  at  any  time  within  a  24  hour 
period,  on  any  day  of  the  week,  a  child  suffers 
injury  as  the  result  of  a  traffic  mishap,  whether 
or  not  the  youngster  is  at  fault. 

Last  year  there  were  48  schools  in  the  city 
which  boasted  an  ACCIDENT-FREE  record, 
which  entitled  them  to  fly  their  Green  Pennants 
throughout  the  school  year  and  to  have  the 
number  of  the  year  blazoned  on  their  pennants. 

"That  is  an  impressive  safety  record  that 
these  youngsters  and  their  schools  can  be  proud 
of.  It  is  a  better  record  than  our  older  and  sup- 
posedly wiser  citizens  can  claim. 

"What  is  more  important  these  younsters  are 
learning  to  be  SAFETY-CONSCIOUS,  learn- 
ing to  look  out  for  themselves  and,  by  the  same 
token,  to  respect  the  safety  of  others.  And  the 
ultimate  benefits  of  such  safety-consciousness 
are  graphically  shown  in  the  figures  which  tell 
of  fewer  and  fewer  injuries. 

*  *         * 

"There  are  many  who  can  share  in  the  credit 
for  the  progress  made  under  this  program  — 
school  officials,  police,  teachers,  P-TA  groups, 
and  the  like,  and,  above  all,  the  members  of  the 
junior  traffic  patrols  who  guard  the  street  cross- 
ings while  their  schoolmates  are  going  to  and 


from  the  schools,  regulating  both  the  movement 
of  the  children  and  that  of  the  adult  vehicular 
traffic  using  the  streets. 

"But  of  course  the  ones  fundamentally  re- 
sponsible are  ALL  of  the  youngsters  who  have 
taken  the  program  to  heart  and  who  have  inter- 
ested themselves  in  learning  the  lessons  of  safety. 

"They  not  only  have  gained  by  the  increase 
in  their  own  safety,  but  they  are  by  their  ex- 
ample teaching  a  lesson  in  the  effectiveness  of 
safety  education  and  driving  home  the  impor- 
tant 'moral'  that  accidents  are  PREVENT- 
ABLE —  if  only  each  and  every  indvidual  will 
use  a  little  common  sense  and  courtesy,  obey  the 
traffic  laws,  and  so  make  it  his  responsibility  to 
prevent  them. 

"It  is  a  lesson  which  can,  and  should,  be  ap- 
plied not  only  to  the  'hot  rod'  drivers,  but  to 
ALL  drivers  who  by  lawlessness  or  carlessness 
endanger  the  safety  of  others."

State  Income  Tax  Returns 

The  Franchise  Tax  Board  of  the  State  of 
California  calls  the  attention  of  all  employees 
to  the  following  filing  requirements  for  State 
income  tax  returns  which  must  be  filed  on  or 
before  April  15,  1952,  covering  the  1951  calen- 
dar year: 

1.  Single  persons  having  a  net  income  of 
$2,000  or  more  must  file. 

2.  Married  couples  having  a  combined  net 
income  of  $3,500  or  more  must  file. 

3.  Any  individual  or  married  couple  having  a 
GROSS  income  of  $5,000  or  more  must  file, 
regardless  of  the  amount  of  the  net  income. 

If  the  Franchise  Tax  Board  has  not  mailed 
you  a  1951  State  income  tax  return  form,  you 
may  secure  the  form  from  the  nearest  office  of 
the  Board,  or  by  writing  to  the  Franchise  Tax 
Board,  Sacramento  14,  California. 

Failure  to  file  the  required  income  tax  return 
on  or  before  April  15,  1952,  will  result  in  the 
assessment  of  penalties  and  interest.

U.C.  Rates  C.C.S.F.  Students  High 

Analysis  of  the  high  rating  given  to  the  City 
College  of  San  Francisco  recently  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  reveals,  that  of  a  group  of 
77  students  who  were  eligible  to  enter  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  as  freshmen  chose  City 
College  for  the  first  two  years,  made  grade 
points,  in  their  junior  and  senior  years,  five 
above  the  average. 

The  original  report  showed  that  academic- 
ally, the  City  College  has  the  highest  rating  of 
any  of  the  63  two  year  colleges  in  California. 

The  three  year  scholastic  record,  1948  to 
1950  inclusive,  of  the  students  who  entered  the 
University  of  California  from  the  City  College 
reveals  that  City  College  graduates  and  trans- 
fers lead  all  other  Junior  Colleges  and  four  year 
colleges  of  the  State.  Since  1948,  1281  students 
have  continued  their  upper  division  work  at  the 
University  of  California  after  graduation  from 
City  College.  The  scholastic  average  which  these 
students  have  attained  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia shows  the  least  differential  with  their 
achievement  at  City  College,  namely  less  than 
3  tenths  of  1%.  Average  for  all  other  junior 
colleges  and  four  year  colleges  was  one-half  of 
1%  differential.

Data   Requested  by  State 
Teachers'   Retirement  System 

The  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System,  lo- 
cated at  1408  Jay  Street,  Sacramento,  has  ad- 
dressed the  following  communication  to  City, 
County  and  District  Superintendents: 

"We  are  taking  certain  steps  to  reduce  as 
much  as  possible,  the  period  of  time  from  the 
effective  date  of  retirement  under  the  Retire- 
ment System,  and  the  first  payment  on  the  re- 
tirement allowance.  The  principal  cause  of  this 
delay  is  the  large  proportion  of  the  year's  retire- 
ments which  occur  in  the  summer  months.  We 
cannot  change  this  concentration  of  retirements 
at  the  end  of  the  school  term,  but  the  delay  on 
the  first  payment  possibly  can  be  reduced  some 
by  other  steps. 

"One  of  the  other  steps,  is  to  ask  for  early 
filing  of  service  verification,  including  service 
outside  of  the  State  of  California,  but  only  by 
MEMBERS  OF  THE  SYSTEM  WHO  PLAN 
TO  RETIRE  DURING  THE  CURRENT 
YEAR.  Verification  of  service  of  persons  not 
plannnig  to  retire  currently,  would  only  add  to 
our  problem.  If  they  have  not  already  done  so, 
teachers  planning  to  retire  should  write  to  this 
office  for  verification  forms. 

"A  request  for  and  subsequent  filing  of  verifi- 
cation forms,  however,  will  not  be  considered 
here  as  application  for  retirment  or  even  a 
commitment  to  apply  later  this  year.  Our  retire- 
ment application  form  will  be  furnished  upon 
request  which  should  be  filed  early,  but  not 
more  than  about  90  days  before  the  planned 
effective  date.  Retirement  cannot  be  effective 
earlier  than  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which 
the  application  reaches  this  office  in  Sacra- 
mento. 

"We  have  no  ready  method  of  communicating 
with  teachers  directly.  We  thought,  however, 
that  you  would  be  willing  to  call  attention  of 
local  teachers  who  plan  1952  retirement,  to  the 
desirability  of  early  service  verification. 

"You  are  requested  to  do  so,  by  posting  a 
notice  on  bulletin  boards,  notifying  local  teacher 
organizations,  or  including  the  notice  in  your 
regular  means  of  communicating  with  teachers 
in  your  district,  or  by  all  of  these  means.  A  few 
copies  of  this  letter  are  enclosed  for  such  purpose 
as  they  will  serve,  and  additional  copies  are 
available  upon  request."

The  time  has  come  for  the  collection  of 
Junior  Red  Cross  funds.  With  it  has  come  the 
time  for  questions. 

Who  can  become  a  member?  What  of  the 
child  who  cannot  contribute  funds?  What  has 
happened  to  the  $4.32  collected  in  your  class- 
room last  year?  What  are  the  values  that  derive 
to  the  schools  from  this  money? 

The  question  of  membership  brings  up  one  of 
the  important  basic  tenets  of  Junior  Red  Cross.

The  question  of  values,  however,  is  most  im- 
portant because  whatever  values  are  inherent 
in  Junior  Red  Cross  belong  to  education,  since 
Junior  Red  Cross  exists  no  place  other  than  in 
the  school.  For  example,  JRC  arrives  at  a  price 
values  of  .50  for  each  wooden  toy  made  in 
woodshops  for  children's  agencies.  But  there 
are  other  values  that  attach  to  these  pieces  of 
wood  fitted  together  by  a  child,  under  trained 
guidance,  for  another  child. 

To  the  teacher:  A  tool  he  can  use  to  teach 
the  fundamental  skills  while  giving  practice  in 
good  citizenship. 

To  the  child:  The  feeling  of  success  and  the 
satisfaction  of  contributing  to  society  while  still 
in  school,  that  a  grade  alone  can  not  bring. 

To  the  agency:  The  Director  of  Infant  Shelter 
writes,  "We  think  it  was  a  very  fortunate  day 
for  Infant  Shelter  when  we  were  discovered  by 
the  Junior  Red  Cross." 

To  the  community:  A  citizen  who  has  turned 
a  thought  into  action;  a  citizen  who  has  a  clear 
and  worthwhile  purpose  behind  his  action. 

In  the  final  analysis,  however,  the  JRC  school 
program  is  financed  by  the  contributions  of 
youth  and  the  success  of  this  drive  depends  on 
each  student  knowing  what  his  money  buys.

Health  Certificate  Requirement 

Following  is  a  quotation  from  a  letter  received 
from  the  Credentials  Office  in  Sacramento: 

"The  State  Board,  at  its  January  meeting, 
passed  a  resolution  making  it  mandatory  for  all 
applicants  for  a  teaching  credential  of  any  type 
other  than  the  re-issue  of  an  emergency  cre- 
dential, to  submit  a  health  certificate  dated 
within  six  months  of  the  date  of  application. 
This  new  ruling  applies  to  renewal  as  well  as  to 
applications  for  initial  credentials.  This  require- 
ment becomes  effective  as  of  February  6,  1952. 

"This  ruling  now  affects  all  credentials  except 
the  re-issue  of  emergency  credentials  and  the 
granting  of  and  renewal  of  the  adult  education 
credential  in  short  unit  subjects."

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National  Science 
Foundation  Fellowships 

More  than  2700  students  from  every  state  and 
territory  in  the  Union  have  applied  for  the  ap- 
proximately 400  fellowships  worth  $1,300,000 
to  be  granted  by  the  National  Science  Founda- 
tion. 

This  ratio  of  one  fellowship  to  seven  appli- 
cants compares,  in  the  experience  of  adminis- 
trators of  fellowships,  with  a  usual  rate  of  one 
to  three.  A  preliminary  examination  of  the  ap- 
plications shows  that  practically  none  of  the 
fellowships  will  go  to  any  one  who  has  not 
achieved  straight  A  grades  throughout  his  col- 
lege career. 

The  granting  of  the  fellowships  is  being  ad- 
ministered by  the  National  Research  Council, 
which  has  handled  many  governmental  and 
private  fellowship  funds. 

The  majority  of  applicants,  according  to  Dr. 
Claude  J.  Lapp,  head  of  the  fellowship  office 
for  the  NRC,  wish  to  study  in  the  fields  of  biol- 
ogy, chemistry.  Ranking  just  behind  these  are 
engineering  and  geology.  Other  applications 
cover  the  entire  range  of  natural  sciences. 

Dr.  Lapp  stated  that  from  a  look  at  the  ap- 
plications it  appears  as  though  the  American 
taxpayers  are  going  to  spend  their  money  on  a 
group  of  "Class  A  humdingers."  The  money,  he 
believed,  would  be  returned  to  the  country,  as 
a  result  of  the  increased  training  of  these  stu- 
dents, manyfold.

Medical   Radioactivity 
Center  Opened   by  U.  C. 

The  first  unit  of  the  new  $21,080,000  Univer- 
sity of  California  Medical  Center  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, a  small  four-story  unit  of  the  Medical 
Sciences  .Building,  has  been  completed. 

A  novel  Radioactivity  Center,  symbolic  of 
the  design  of  the  new  Medical  Center  to  serve  a 
new  age  of  medicine,  is  the  first  laboratory  to 
be  installed  in  the  new  building. 

The  Radioactivity  Center,  directed  by  Dr. 
Kenneth  G.  Scott,  assistant  professor  of  experi- 
mental radiology,  will  serve  the  needs  of  the 
whole  medical  center  for  radioisotopes  in  re- 
search, diagnosis  and  treatment. 

The  Radioactivity  Center  is  the  only  one  of 
its  kind  in  the  West,  and  is  duplicated  perhaps 
only  at  Oak  Ridge  and  the  Argonne  National 
Laboratory.  Its  operation  is  supported  by  Uni- 
versity funds,  and  supervision  is  exercised  by 
a  committee  composed  of  Dean  Troy  Daniels, 
School  of  Pharmacy;  Dean  Willard  C.  Flem- 
ing, College  of  Dentistry;  and  Dean  Francis 
Smyth,  School  of  Medicine. 

Dr.  Francis  S.  Smyth,  dean  of  the  School  of 
Medicine,  speaking  for  the  committee,  said  that 
the  new  center  will  give  the  individual  re- 
searcher opportunities  to  use  the  unique  power 
of  radioactivity  that  have  not  always  been  avail- 
able. 

The  Radioactivity  Center  now  offers  the  in- 
dividual investigator  the  space,  some  $60,000 
in  specialized  equipment,  and  the  advice  and 
aid  of  a  staff  experienced  in  the  use  of  isotopes. 

Dr.  Smyth  pointed  out  that  the  Radioactivity 
Center,  like  the  remainder  of  the  Medical  Cen- 
ter now  being  constructed,  was  established  on 
its  present  basis  only  after  a  great  deal  of  study 
by  many  experts  who  sought  the  most  effective 
modern  way  of  bringing  radioactivity  into 
teaching,  research  and  medical  diagnosis  and 
treatment.

Annual  Inspection  of 
School  Buildings 

Each  year  during  the  Spring  Semester  an  ex- 
amination of  existing  school  plants  is  made  by- 
engineers  representing  the  interested  fire  insur- 
ance companies,  and  a  detailed  report  of  any 
fire  hazards  that  may  be  noted  is  submitted  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Most  conditions  can  be  remedied  by  better 
"housekeeping"  and  principals  and  janitors  are 
directed  to  examine  their  buildings  carefully  to 
discover  possible  rule  violations  and  to  apply 
remedial  measures  at  once. 

Principals  will  please  instruct  janitors  to 
check  on  the  following  and  make  written  report 
to  the  assistant  superintendent  in  charge  of 
buildings  and  grounds  on  the  result: 

1.  Only  15  amp.  fuses  to  be  used  in  branch  cir- 
cuits. No  "jumpers"  permitted  in  any  fuse  blocks. 

2.  Foot-warmers  and  enclosed  radiators  in  corri- 
dors to  be  cleaned  thoroughly  at  least  once  each 
month. 

3.  Tight-fitting  covers  must  be  kept  on  drums  con- 
taining sweeping  compound. 

4.  The  accumulation  of  old  paper,  properties  con- 
structed of  paper,  and  other  similar  materials  consti- 
tuting fire  hazards  is  forbidden  in  all  parts  of  all 
school  buildings. 

5.  The  use  of  plenum  chambers  and  boiler  rooms 
as  storage  spaces  for  lumber,  etc.,  is  forbidden.  Chil- 
dren are  not  allowed  to  enter  these  rooms. 

6.  Oily  rags  or  waste  and  other  similar  causes  of 
spontaneous  combustion  should  be  placed  in  tightly 
covered  metal  trash  cans.  Suitable  self-closing  cans 
have  been  ordered  for  the  boiler  rooms  of  all  schools 
previously  mentioned  in  the  report. 

7.  Cover  should  be  kept  closed  over  hatches  to  attic 
spaces. 

8.  Long  extension  cords  for  lights  in  attic  spaces, 
storerooms,  etc.,  should  be  replaced  by  wire  in  conduit 
or  their  use  discontinued. 

9.  Auto-call  and  other  fire  alarm  systems  should  be 
kept  in  order  at  all  times  for  instant  use  by  pupils  or 
teachers. 

10.  Inflammable  paints  and  solvents  should  be  kept 
in  metal  containers  and  lockers  provided  for  this  pur- 
pose.

New  Birth — Death  Certificates 

Beginning  January  1,  1952,  all  births  and 
deaths  in  California  will  be  registered  on  the 
new,  sectionalized  certificates  authorized  by  the 
State  Legislature  in  1951. 

The  new  certificates  have  two  major  sections. 
The  first  section  contains  the  information  neces- 
sary to  establish  the  fact  of  birth  or  death.  The 
second  section  is  devoted  to  the  medical  and 
health  data. 

Under  the  new  legislation,  the  copy  of  the 
certificate  which  the  county  recorder  receives 
from  the  local  registrar  will  contain  the  first 
section  of  the  certificate  only. 

When  certified  copies  of  the  entire  birth  or 
death  certificate  are  required,  they  can  be  ob- 
tained from  the  local  registrar,  which  is  the 
health  officer  in  areas  served  by  a  full-time 
health  department,  or  from  the  State  Registrar.

The  procedure  to  be  followed  for  enrolling 
children  in  the  vacation  schools  will  be  as  fol- 
lows:

2.  It  will  then  be  the  responsibility  of  the  parents  to 
ask  for  enrollment  blanks  (Form  B)  through  the 
children. 

3.  After  receiving  a  request  (the  child's  word  will 
suffice),  teachers  will  check  on  the  enrollment  blank, 
whether  the  child  is  to  take  reading  and/or  arithmetic, 
and  send  the  blank  home  for  the  parents'  signature. 

4.  Enrollment  blanks  will  then  be  collected  by  the 
teacher.  If  reading  and/or  arithmetic  have  been 
checked,  latest  test  data  available  should  be  entered  on 
the  blanks  before  they  are  sent  to  the  administrator  of 
summer  vacation  schools. 

5.  All  completed  applications  should  be  sent  to  the 
Administrator  of  Vacation  Schools,  93  Grove  street, 
by  Friday,  May  4,  1952. 

In  the  junior  high  schools  the  principals  may 
determine  the  method  of  distribution  and  col- 
lection of  enrollment  blanks.

Do  not  recommend  ungraded  children  for 
reading  or  arithmetic. 

Do  not  recommend  any  child  below  seven 
years  for  reading  or  arithmetic. 

Do  not  use  the  summer  vacation  school  as  a 
threat  or  punishment. 

NON- ACADEMIC  SUBJECTS: 

Do  recommend  all  children  who  are  doing 
normally  well  to  sign  up  for  a  full  activities 
program. 

Do  tell  the  reading  and  arithmetic  pupils  that 
they  may  participate  in  the  activities  phase  of 
the  program  after  they  have  taken  one  period  of 
reading  and/or  one  period  of  arithmetic.

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Public   Utilities  Commission   Issues  Statement  on  School  Tickets 


The  Superintendent  is  in  receipt  of  the  fol- 
lowing communication  from  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  dated  April  23,  1952: 

"On  March  10,  1952,  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  12323, 
which  became  effective  on  March  24,  1952, 
restricting  the  use  of  school  tickets  for  trans- 
portation on  the  Municipal  Railway  to  students 
under  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  in  regular 
attendance  at  public,  private  and  parochial 
schools,  of  grades  not  higher  than  public  high 
school. 

"A  new  set  of  rules  governing  the  sale  and 
use  of  school  tickets  was  placed  into  effect  along 
with  the  age  restriction,  paragraph  four  read- 
ing as  follows: 

'The  Municipal  Railway  shall  furnish, 
upon  request,  all  accredited  schools  of  grades 
not  higher  than  public  High  School,  a  pupil 
identification  card  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing school  cards.  Said  card  to  be  filled 
out  and  signed  by  the  principal  or  teacher 
in  charge,  certifying  that  the  pupil  is  under 
eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  and  in  regular 
attendance.  The  pupil  shall  sign  said  card 
which  must  be  presented  to  person  or  firm 
selling  school  cards  for  transportation.  School 
cards  shall  not  be  sold  to  any  person  unless 
the  proper  identification  card  is  presented, 
except  when  school  cards  are  sold  to  the 
pupil  by  the  school  in  which  he  is  regularly 
enrolled.' 

Tndentification  cards  for  purchasing  school 
tickets  for  pupils  under  eighteen  (18)  years 
of  age  shall  be  good  for  a  period  of  one 
school  year,  said  year  being  defined  as  from 
September  15th  of  given  year  to  September 
15th  of  the  following  year.' 

"A  recent  meeting  was  arranged  between 
Mr.  J.  P.  McElligott  and  Mr.  B.  Wedel  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  Mr.  P.  W.  Frasher 
of  our  Accounting  Department,  to  discuss  the 
matter  of  distribution  of  identification  cards  to 
public  schools.  These  gentlemen  agreed  that  the 
Municipal  Railway  would  furnish  the  Board  of 
Education  Store  room  an  adequate  supply  of 
identification  cards,  serial  numbered,  bound  by 
elastic  bands  in  bunches  of  one  hundred  (100) 
and  sealed  in  packages  of  one  thousand  (1,000) ; 
the  Supply  Department  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion would,  upon  receiving  a  requisition  from 
the  various  public  schools,  furnish  them  with 
the  required  number  of  identification  cards. 
The  only  requirements  of  the  Railway  would  be 
that  they  be  furnished  with  a  list  of  the  Opening 
and  Closing  serial  number  of  identification 
cards  furnished  each  school  for  checking  and 
printing  purposes. 

"I  trust  your  Office  finds  this  arrangement 
satisfactory  as  it  will  materially  facilitate  the 


distribution    of    the    aforementioned    cards    to 
students  of  public  schools. 

"Thank  you  very  much  for  your  considera- 
tion and  the  cooperation  of  members  of  your 
Department."

National   Prominence 

The  San  Francisco  Examiner's  educational 
radio  program,  Schoolcast,  achieved  high  na- 
tional prominence  with  the  announcement  re- 
cently that  it  is  the  recipient  of  a  "1951 
Better  Understanding  Award"  from  the  Eng- 
lish-Speaking Union  of  the  United  States.

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Conference  on   Problems  in 
School  Administration 

San  Francisco  State  College  is  conducting  its 
annual  inter-session  Conference  on  Problems 
in  School  Administration,  June  17-20,  on  the 
theme,  "How  Can  the  School  Administrator 
Improve  His  Educational  Program?"

Summer  Study — G.  I.  Bill 

School  teachers  who  are  World  War  II  vet- 
erans and  who  plan  to  spend  the  summer  study- 
ing for  a  degree  under  the  GI  Bill  will  need 
a  supporting  statement  from  a  responsible  offi- 
cial of  their  school,  stating  they  have  been 
regularly  employed  at  teaching  during  the  1951- 
52  school  year,  Veterans  Administration  an- 
nounced. 

The  statement,  which  should  show  the  be- 
ginning and  ending  dates  of  employment,  must 
be  presented  to  the  school  at  the  time  the 
teacher-veteran  enters  his  course.  The  school, 
in  turn,  will  forward  it  on  to  VA  along  with 
the  teacher-veteran's  re-enrollment  papers. 

Such  teachers  must  attend  summer  sessions 
of  not  less  than  five  weeks  in  length,  and  the 
course  pursued  must  lead  to  an  academic  de- 
gree, VA  emphasized. 

VA  said  its  rules  apply  to  teachers  studying 
under  the  GI  Bill  after  the  cut-off  date  which, 
for  most  veterans,  was  July  25,  1951.  Such 
veteran-school  teachers  are  permitted  to  study 
for  a  degree  during  succeeding  summer  terms, 
so  long  as  they  are  regularly  employed  as  teach- 
ers the  rest  of  the  year,  and  so  long  as  they  do 
not  skip  any  summer  sessions. 

VA  also  had  a  reminder  for  veterans  finish- 
ing school  this  spring,  who  plan  to  get  jobs  as 
teachers  '.his  coming  fall.  In  order  to  train  for 
a  degree  during  succeeding  summers  under  the 
GI  Bill,  they  must  be  enrolled  in  their  courses 
during  the  summer  of  1952,  VA  said.

Throughout  the  week  there  will  be  programs 
and  exhibitions  organized  by  public  institutions 
including  exhibits  of  historical  significance  at 
the  California  Historical  Society,  the  M.  H.  de 
Young  Memorial  Museum,  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library,  and  the  Society  of  California 
Pioneers.  In  addition,  Dr.  Herbert  C.  Clish, 
superintendent  of  San  Francisco  Public  Schools, 
advises  that  San  Francisco  children  attending 
summer  classes  will  be  reminded  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's beginning  with  fitting  programs  and 
appropriate  field  trips.

Vet  Administration   Instructions  — 
re  Summer  School   Enrollments 

Summer  school  enrollments  (1952)  for  vet- 
eran teachers  under  Public  Law  346: 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  enrollment  in  sum- 
mer school  of  veteran  school  teachers  who  plan 
to  pursue  degree  courses  under  the  G.I.  Bill, 
the  following  instructions  are  issued  regarding 
Veterans  Administration  requirements  for  con- 
tinuous pursuit  of  training  by  enrollment  in 
summer  sessions  only: 

1.  The  veteran  teacher  must  attend  summer 
school  5  or  more  weeks  during  consecutive  years. 

2.  The  course  pursued  must  be  one  leading 
to  a  degree. 

3.  Persons  employed  by  a  school  as  super- 
visors of  instruction,  librarians,  and  similar  posi- 
tions closely  related  to  the  instructional  pro- 
gram of  an.  educational  institution  or  school 
system  may  generally  be  considered  as  school 
teachers. 

4.  Persons  employed  as  members  of  the  ad- 
ministrative staff  of  a  school  system  who  carry 
no  responsibilities  with  regard  to  teaching,  in- 
structional policy,  supervision,  or  administra- 
tion (clerks,  accountants,  maintenance  person- 
nel, etc.)  may  not  be  recognized  as  school 
teachers. 

5.  A  teacher  who  completes  a  degree  course 
and  desires  to  continue  in  the  normal  progres- 
sion for  a  more  advanced  degree,  must  apply  to 
the  Veterans  Administration  prior  to  comple- 
tion of  the  lower  degree  work,  or  at  least  within 
30  days  thereafter. 

6.  A  prospective  veteran  teacher  who  com- 
pletes his  academic  requirements  in  the  spring 
term  must  also  enroll  in  the  summer  session  to 
establish  the  practice  of  summer  school  at- 
tendance, if  he  plans  to  enter  the  teaching  pro- 
fession in  the  September  school  term. 

7.  Each  veteran  teacher  will  be  required  to 
submit  a  supporting  statement  from  a  respons- 
ible official  of  the  institution  where  he  was  em- 
ployed as  a  teacher  stating  that  the  veteran 
was  regularly  employed  as  a  teacher  during  the 
ordinary  school  year  and  showing  the  beginning 
and  ending  dates.  This  statement  should  be 
presented  to  the  school  at  time  of  re-enrollment 
for  the  summer  session. 

However,  if  the  veteran  teacher  intends  to 
enroll  at  an  institution  other  than  the  one  pre- 
viously attended,   the   above  mentioned   state-

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and  type,  or  write 
plainly  in  ink.  Do  not  use  nicknames.  If  a 
teacher  has  more  than  one  grade,  list  separately. 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils  pu- 
pils give  the  floor  and  room  number  in  addition 
to  the  street  address:  also  both  American  and 
Chinese  names.  List  complete  addresses  for  chil- 
dren living  in  projects — building,  section,  and 
apartment  numbers.  For  children  living  in 
apartment  houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels, 
list  apartment  or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils  who  actually 
have  been  in  attendance  at  some  time  since 
September  3.  and  star  the  names  of  those  who 
have  transferred  or  who  have  left  without  trans- 
fer before  September  17.  Add  to  the  list  and  star 
the  names  of  any  pupils  who  have  not  been  in 
attendance  during  this  period  but  who  had  reg- 
istered previously  and  whose  absence  because 
of  sickness  you  have  verified.

Birthdate  Data  Requested 

In  order  that  birthdates  ma\  be  checked  im- 
mediately, principals  are  requested  to  send  at 
once  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  750  Eddy 
street.  Registration  of  Minor  blanks  for  all 
pupils  entering  the  kindergarten  and  1A  grades. 
If  the  parent  does  not  fill  out  one  of  these,  the 
teacher  should  prepare  the  blank  from  data  on 
the  permanent  card.  Only  in  this  way  will  it  be 
possible  for  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  to  make 
its  check  of  ages. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks  should  contain 
the  following  information,  if  available:  the  num- 
ber of  the  birth  certificate,  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed  statement 
that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth  certificate.  If 
no  birth  certificate  is  obtainable,  a  hospital  cer- 
tificate may  be  used  instead.  If  such  birth  veri- 
fication is  not  readily  available,  however.  Regis- 
tration of  Minor  blanks  are  not  to  be  delayed 
but  are  to  be  sent  in  immediately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the 
kindergarten  his  birthdate  must  be  not  later 
than  December  1.  1947.  All  entrants  to  the  first 
grade  must  have  been  born  on  or  before  Decem- 
ber 1.  1946. 


Left  Without  Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all 
pupils  who  have  left  school  may  be  made,  prin- 
cipals are  asked  to  give  to  their  Supervisors  of 
Attendance,  not  later  than  September  19.  a  Left 
Without  Transfer  slip  for  every  child  who  was 
on  the  school  roll  on  June  13.  but  who  has  not 
registered  this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  who  leave 
school  for  any  reason  without  taking  a  transfer 
to  another  school  should  be  immediately  report- 
ed to  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance  as  Left 
Without  Transfer.

Rule  on  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership 
in  professional  organizations.  Superintendent 
Herbert  C.  Clish  calls  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion at  its  meeting  September  14,  1937: 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional 
Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting 
the  professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative office  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any 
teacher  organization  in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and 
unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any 
principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or  other 
school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or 
refrain  from  joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  at- 
tention to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term  by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's 
Bulletin.

This  bulletin  was  prepared  lo  provide  the 
certificated  staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  with  information  relative  to  the 
courses  offered  in  the  colleges  and  universities 
in  or  adjacent  to  San  Francisco.

The  jointly  sponsored  courses  were  designed 
to  give  specific  attention  to  curriculum  problems 
in  the  schools  and  are  therefore  of  immediate 
value  in  their  application  to  classroom  teaching. 
Furthermore,  all  of  the  offerings  listed  in  this 
bulletin  will  provide  teachers  with  an  oppor- 


tunity to  earn  valid  salary  increment  credits  and 
at  the  same  time  implement  the  program  of  cur- 
riculum development. 

Registration  in  any  of  these  is  optional. 
Teachers  should  refer  to  the  salary  policy  of  the 
Board  of  Education  for  the  specific  limitations 
on  the  amount  of  work  which  may  be  carried  in 
any  one  semester  or  school  year.  Since  enroll- 
ment in  some  classes  will  be  limited,  registra- 
tion should  be  prompt  and  final. 

All  teachers  who  enroll  for  college,  university 
or  non-college  courses  must  have  their  programs 
approved  by  the  Coordinator  of  Salaries,  Dr. 
Lester  R.  Steig.  The  applications  for  approval 
of  courses  are  available  in  all  schools.

The  July  1952  issue  of  The  Journal  of  Ameri- 
can Dietetics  Asscociation  carries  the  following 
item  "Archives  of  Pediatrics"  relative  the 
School  Lunch  Program  in  the  schools  of  San 
Francisco: 

"SCHOOL  LUNCH.  In  an  estimate  of  the 
contribution  the  school  lunch  makes  to  the  nu- 
trition of  school  children,  a  number  of  tenden- 
cies were  observed  in  San  Francisco  where 
twenty-four  elementary  and  nineteen  secondary 
schools  operate  cafeterias  under  the  National 
School  Lunch  Program.  It  was  noted  that  chil- 
dren selecting  the  plate  lunches  receive  from  10 
to  30  per  cent  more  of  the  essential  foods  than 
those  taking  lunches  from  other  sources.  Atten- 
tion was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  planned 
plate  lunch  gives  more  nutritive  value  for  its 
cost  than  do  the  luxury  foods."

Safety  of   Building   Occupants 
During   an   Earthquake 

The  Superintendent  is  in  receipt  of  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations  for  safety  of  building 
occupants  during  an  earthquake  from  the  Struc- 
tural Engineers'  Association  of  Northern  Cali- 
fornia: 

"The  recent  earthquake  in  the  Pacific  North- 
west, which  caused  considerable  damage  to  a 
number  of  school  buildings,  emphasized  again 
certain  facts  regarding  safety  of  building  occu- 
pants during  an  earthquake.  Leading  structural 
engineers  who  have  observed  the  effects  of  many 
other  destructive  earth  shocks  point  out  that 
the  principal  danger  is  from  falling  plaster, 
glass,  and  exterior  ornamentation  on  buildings. 
Major  structural  damage  such  as  the  collapse 
of  a  roof  or  wall  is  unlikely  in  California  school 
buildings  designed  or  strengthened  under  the 
requirements  of  the  Field  Act. 

"The  structural  Engineers  Association  of 
Northern  California  offers  the  following  recom- 
mendations for  maximum  safety  during  earth- 
quakes: 

1.  Occupants  of  buildings  should  stay  inside. 
Due  to  the  danger  of  falling  material  from  the 
face  of  the  building,  the  rooms  are  generally 
safer  than  the  outside  areas  adjoining  the  build- 
ings. 

2.  Protection  from  fragments  of  plaster  falling 
from  the  ceiling  is  advisable.  School  children, 
should  be  instructed  to  crouch  under  their  desks, 
and  occasional  drills  in  this  procedure  would 
prevent  the  panic  and  confusion  which,  in  time 
of  emergency,  add  greatly  to  the  danger. 

"Structural  engineers  believe  that  observance 
of  the  above  rules  by  all  occupants  of  schools 
will  reduce  the  number  of  injuries  resulting  from 
earthquakes." 

A  representative  of  the  Plant  Protection 
Service  of  the  Civilian  Defense  Corps  has  ad- 
vised that  as  soon  as  shock  has  subsided  and  it 
is  felt  there  is  no  danger  from  falling  glass  or 
plaster,  it  might  be  advisable  to  escort  the  chil- 
dren to  the  places  previously  selected  as  air  raid 
shelters.  If  there  continues  to  be  evidence  of 
apprehension  or  uneasiness,  the  children  may  be 
escorted  (as  in  fire  drills)  to  that  portion  of  the 
yard  which  is  farthest  removed  from  the  school 
building  and  not  close  to  any  adjoining  building, 
after  it  has  been  determined  that  the  means  of 
egress  are  safe  from  any  danger  of  falling  ma- 
terial from  the  face  of  the  building.

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KRON-TV  Presents  a   New 
Public   Service   Program 

With  its  premiere  performance  at  1 :3Q  p.m. 
on  Sunday,  August  24,  "What's  On  Your 
Mind"?  will  be  seen  on  alternate  Sundays,  pre- 
sented as  a  public  service  by  KRON-TV  and 
the  San  Francisco  Mental  Health  Society. 

This  bi-weekly  half-hour  series  is  based  on  the 
premise  that  personal  happiness  and  successful 
living  are  founded  on  good  mental  health,  an 
asset  to  be  maintained  and  developed  by  all 
persons.  The  Society  stresses  that  mental  health 
is  a  positive  force;  not  merely  something  to  be 
concerned  about  when  it  breaks  down. 

As  evidence  of  this  attitude,  the  first  four  epi- 
sodes in  the  new  series  deal  with  commonly 
encountered  family  problems;  problems  capable 
of  being  overcome  through  understanding.  The 
fourth  program  on  October  5  has  a  widowed 
mother  who  must  decide  whether  to  live  with 
her  children. 

After  the  first  four  programs,  the  series  will 
gradually  introduce  more  complex  situations. 
Depending  on  the  availability  of  specific  experts 
for  the  panel,  further  programs  will  be  built 
around  topics  such  as:  The  New  Baby;  Should 
One  Adopt  a  Baby?;  The  Retarded  Child;  Com- 
petition in  School;  The  Problem  Child;  What 
Happens  When  Mother  Gets  Sick?  and  other 
subjects  whose  solution  would  benefit  many 
people  in  ordinary  life. 

One  unusual  feature  of  the  series  is  that  the 
problem  to  be  studied  in  each  telecast  is  pre- 
sented in  a  dramatic  sketch,  of  7  to  10  minutes 
duration,  written  especially  for  the  purpose.  All 
sketches  are  based  on  discussions  with  profes- 
sional members  of  the  Television  Committee  of 
the  Society.  Players  in  these  sketches  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Theatre  San  Francisco,  under  the 
direction  of  Monte  Ash. 

Following  presentation  of  the  dramatic 
sketch,  expert  members  of  the  panel  then  discuss 
the  main  points  of  the  problem,  suggesting  con- 
structive means  to  arrive  at  a  solution.  At  the 
conclusion  of  each  program,  the  Moderator 
summarizes  the  discussions. 

Moderator  for  all  programs  is  Dr.  Alfred  J. 
Azevedo,  registrar  of  San  Francisco's  Benjamin 
Franklin  Adult  School.  Panel  members  vary  for 
different  programs,  depending  on  the  subject 
under  study. 

Miss  Andree  Emery,  executive  director  of  the 
San  Francisco  Mental  Health  Society,  is  in 
charge  of  the  entire  project  in  behalf  of  the 
Society,  in  cooperation  with  Earl  Raab,  Chair- 
man of  the  Society's  Television  Committee. 
Vern  Louden,  of  KRON-TV's  staff,  directs  the 
program.

Now   Under  Construction

classroom-library  building  of  City  College  of 
San  Francisco  has  begun.

Although  they're  not  yet  of  voting  age,  some 
7,500  San  Francisco  Cub  Scouts,  Boy  Scouts, 
and  Explorers  are  showing  their  good  citizen- 
ship by  taking  an  extremely  active  part  in  the 
Nation-wide  "Get  out  the  vote"  campaign.

National  Traffic  Safety  Award 

The  Superintendent  has  received  the  follow- 
ing report  from  Dr.  Watt  A.  Long,  associate 
superintendent  in  charge  of  instruction,  con- 
cerning the  National  Traffic  Safety  Award: 

"The  National  Safety  Council  has  awarded 
the  San  Francisco  schools  first  place  in  School 
Traffic  Safety  for  1951.  The  award  was  based 
on  the  outstanding  achievement  of  the  San 
Francisco  elementary  and  secondary  schools  in 
school  traffic  safety  education  as  compared  with 
five  other  cities  of  comparable  size.  The  cities, 
in  Group  II,  are  Washington,  D.C.;  Baltimore, 
Maryland;  Cleveland,  Ohio;  Boston.  Massachu- 
setts; and  San  Francisco,  California. 

"The  annual  inventory  of  Traffic  Safety 
Activities  gives  special  emphasis  to  the  fact  that 
100%  of  the  elementary  and  secondary  schools 
of  San  Francisco  give  instruction  in  pedestrian 
and  bicycle  safety.  The  report  also  commends 
the  school  system  for  providing  crossing  pro- 
tection. 

"The  excellent  work  of  Inspector  Thomas  B. 
Tracy  and  his  staff  of  police  officers  has  con- 
tributed significantly  to  the  winning  of  the 
safety  award  by  the  San  Francisco  schools.  In- 
spector Tracy  and  his  officers  have  responded  to 
every  request  from  principals  and  teachers  lor 
assistance  in  the  teaching  of  safety  in  the  class- 
room as  well  as  in  their  work  with  the  school 
student  traffic  patrols."

Health  Service  Committee  and 
Employee   Representatives  Meet 

Under  date  of  October  8,  the  Health  Service 
System  released  the  following  letter  relative  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  Health  Service  Commit- 
tee and  employee  representatives: 

"Pursuant  to  the  Health  Service  Board's  an- 
nounced program  of  inviting  employee  groups 
to  study  the  Health  Service  System's  plans  and 
the  problems  of  coverage  and  finance  as  devel- 
oped by  survey,  the  Good  and  Welfare  Commit- 
tee of  the  Board  invited  more  than  50  repre- 
sentatives of  organizations  of  city  employees  to 
attend  their  first  meeting  on  October  6,  1952. 

"A  comparative  study  of  the  present  four 
plans  was  undertaken  at  this  meeting  to  ac- 
quaint the  representatives  present  of  the  actual 
contractual  obligations  of  the  Health  Service 
System  with  other  agencies.  An  explanation  and 
breakdown  of  the  financial  report  were  also 
included. 

"It  was  stated  at  this  meeting  that  in  order  to 
use  as  unbiased  information  as  possible  the  1951 
United  States  Senate  Report  on  'Health  Insur- 
ance Plans  in  the  United  States'  and  the  1952 
Dr.  Wcinerman  San  Francisco  Labor  Council 
Report  will  be  some  of  the  criteria  used  in  the 
study  by  this  group.  At  the  next  monthly  meet- 
ing other  plans  of  medical  care  insurance  will 
be  compared.  It  is  felt  by  the  Board  that  these 
discussions  will  not  only  enlighten  the  repre- 
sentative so  that  he  may  discuss  confidently  any. 
changes  in  the  System  at  later  meetings,  but  he 
also  will  be  able  to  clarify  some  of  the  problems 
of  his  own  organization  at  his  own  meetings. 

"It  is  hoped  by  the  Good  and  Welfare  Com 
inittce  that  the  representatives  of  all  city  em- 
ployee organizations  will  continue  their  interest 
in  Health  Service  plans  for  the  next  three 
months  at  least  by  attending  these  monthly 
meetings  so  a  closer  relationship  and  under- 
standing may  be  had  between  the  subscriber 
who  pays  the  bill  and  the  Directors  who  ad- 
minister the  System."

It  would  be  greatly  appreciated  if  all  teachers 
and  administrators  would  file  their  transcripts 
with  the  Coordinator  of  Salaries  as  soon  as  they 
have  been  received  from  the  granting  institu- 
tion. This  is  particularly  important  so  as  to  an- 
ticipate more  accurately  possible  advancements 
to  higher  classifications  for  salary  purposes. 

The  current  salary  schedule  provides  that  in 
order  for  a  teacher  to  qualify  for  advancement 
from  any  particular  increment  period  block  to 
the  next  higher  increment  period  block,  he  shall 
be  required  to  show  evidence  of  having  satis- 
factorily completed  six  semester  units  of  accept- 
able work  within  the  increment  period  block 
lrom  which  he  seeks  advancement.  The  incre- 
ment blocks  are,  three  years  for  classification  I, 
four  years  classification  II,  and  five  years  classi- 
fication III.  The  date  a  course  is  completed  de- 
termines the  increment  block.  Credits  cannot  be 
used  to  apply  on  any  future  block.

Planetarium   in  Golden  Gate 
Park  to  Open   November  7 

The  Alexander  F.  Morrison  Planetarium  in 
Golden  Gate  Park,  San  Francisco,  will  hold  its 
first  public  performance  at  2  p.m.  Friday,  No- 
vember 7.  This  was  announced  this  week  by  Dr. 
Robert  C.  Miller,  director,  California  Academy 
of  Sciences. 

Dedication  ceremonies  will  be  attended  on 
November  6  by  special  guests  and  officials  from 
civic  organizations  and  the  Academy,  it  was 
announced. 

All  of  the  mechanical  work  is  done  on  the 
Academy  projector,  and  it  is  now  in  the  final 
stages  of  assembly  and  adjustment  in  the  plane- 
tarium chamber.  The  opening  performance  will 
represent  the  culmination  of  almost  five  years 
of  painstaking  work.  The  Academy  projector, 
which  was  built  in  the  Optical  Shop  at  the 
California  Academy  of  Sciences  at  a  cost  of 
more  than  a  hundred  thousand  dollars,  is  the 
first  full  scale  planetarium  projector  ever  con- 
structed in  America. 

Except  for  a  few  pioneer  efforts  at  star  and 
planet  projectors,  all  of  the  world's  planetar- 
iums,  as  we  know  them  today,  use  projectors 
which  were  built  by  the  Carl  Zeiss  Company, 
Jena,  Germany.  Jena  is  now  in  the  Russian  zone. 

San  Francisco  will  be  the  seventh  city  in  the 
United  States  to  possess  a  major  planetarium, 
and  California  will  have  the  distinction  of  being 
the  only  state  with  two.

"In  San  Francisco  alone,  better  than  7,500 
Scouts,  Boy  Scouts,  Cub  Scouts,  and  Explorers, 
are  taking  part  in  the  effort.  They're  making 
'Get  Out  and  Vote'  speeches  before  local  P-TA, 
service,  social,  civic,  and  religious  groups.  They 
will  be  demonstrating  the  operation  of  voting 
machines  in  banks  and  stores  all  over  the  city. 
They  will  distribute  absentee  ballots  to  hospital 
patients  and  shut-ins,  and  in  every  way  possible 
urge  every  registered  voter  to  cast  his  ballot  on 
election  day. 

"High  point  of  their  drive  took  place  last 
Saturday,  when  the  Scouts  distributed  300,000 
liberty  bell-shaped  door  knob  messages  in  San 
Francisco.  The  message  read:  'Vote  as  You

H.S.S.  News  Bulletin 

At  the  Health  Service  Board  meeting  on  Oc- 
tober 28,  a  letter  was  presented  which  had  been 
sent  by  the  San  Francisco  Hospital  Conference 
early  in  October  notifying  the  profession  of  a 
general  increase  of  from  $1  to  $3  a  day  in  hos- 
pital rates,  stated  to  be  the  direct  result  of  in- 
creased labor  costs. 

The  steady  upward  trend  in  the  cost  of  medi- 
cal and  hospital  service  has  posed  many  prob- 
lems for  the  Health  Service  System  and  presents 
an  increasing  need  for  adequate  medical  cover- 
age for  workers,  retired  employees  and  their 
families.  In  an  effort  to  meet  another  phase  of 
this  need  the  Health  Service  Board  has  institut- 
ed an  investigation  into  the  possibilities  of  secur- 
ing for  those  of  its  members  who  wish  more  cov- 
erage some  form  of  catastrophic  insurance  at  an 
extra  premium,  to  cover  long  illness  and  hospi- 
talization over  and  beyond  the  coverage  of  the 
Health  Service  System.  It  is  hoped  that  some 
definite  proposal  may  be  in  readiness  by  the 
first  of  the  year  when  the  cost  survey  will  be 
under  discussion  with  employee  organizations.

Guardsmen  Sponsor  Christmas 
Tree  Campaign 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Herbert  C.  Clish 
was  the  principal  speaker  at  the  kick-off  lunch- 
eon of  The  Guardsmen  Christmas  Tree  Cam- 
paign this  month  and  referred  to  the  organiza- 
tion's main  project  of  sending  the  city's  under- 
privileged children  to  summer  camps  as  one  of 
the  most  important  undertakings  by  a  private 
charitable  organization. 

Dr.  Clish  said  that  the  summer  campership 
program  had  two  important  values: 

1 — Camping  has  a  special  educational  value 
for  children; 

2 — The  camping  program  has  its  chief  value 
because  the  summer  months  is  the  time  when 
children  who  are  on  the  streets  get  into  diffi- 
culties.

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School  Traffic   Education 
Program  Awarded   Plaque 

San  Francisco's  School  Traffic  Education 
Program  was  rewarded  by  the  National  Safety 
Council  recently  with  a  plaque  indicating  the 
highest  point  evaluation  in  cities  its  size. 

The  award,  which  was  presented  to  Inspector 
Barney  Tracy  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  De- 
partment, and  Associate  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Watt  A.  Long  by  Paul  Hill,  special  rep- 
resentative of  the  National  Safety  Council,  com- 
mended the  schools  for  the  program,  reviewing 
bases  on  which  it  was  presented,  using  reports 
submitted  by  San  Francisco  Chapter  in  its  an- 
nual inventory  of  traffic  safety  activities. 

Pointing  out  that  San  Francisco  "is  in  a 
position  to  become  a  leader  in  the  development 
of  qualitative  as  well  as  a  quantitative  pro- 
gram," the  inventory  made  a  number  of  recom- 
mendations for  the  future,  including  engage- 
ment of  a  full-time  Supervisor  of  Safety  Educa- 
tion with  the  help  of  at  least  one  half-time  as- 
sistant. It  also  recommended  expansion  of  the 
Driver  Education  program,  that  summaries  of 
traffic  accident  records  involving  children  be 
made  available  to  school  facilities,  and  further 
expansion  of  activities  to  strengthen  the  pro- 
gram. 

Points  on  which  the  award  was  made  includ- 
ed: That  the  equivalent  of  85  per  cent  of  one 
person's  time  is  spent  on  supervision  of  Safety 
Education  Programs;  that  active  co-ordinating 
committees  are  working  in  all  the  city  schools; 
that  all  elementary  and  junior  high  schools  give 
instruction  in  pedestrian  and  bicycle  safety;  that 
crossing  protection  is  offered  in  100  per  cent  of 
the  schools;  that  100  per  cent  of  the  students 
receive  practice  driving  instruction  before  grad- 
uation.

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Modern  Miraloma   Elementary  School  Opened   Last  Week 
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ELEMENTARY 


The  new  Miraloma  Elementary  School,  lo- 
cated at  Omar  way  and  Cresta  Vista  drive,  a 
17  classroom  structure  built  at  a  cost  of  more 
than  $1,000,000,  opened  its  doors  to  approxi- 
mately 400  students  last  Monday,  November  17. 

Each  of  the  classrooms  is,  in  architectural 
parlance,  self-contained.  Each  fronts  directly 
onto  a  playground,  and  each  has  its  own  bath- 
room facilities.  The  walls  of  the  classrooms  are 
painted  in  gay  pastel  hues. 

The  two-story  green  tile  and  tan  stucco  build- 
ing was  designed  by  the  firm  of  Masten  and 
Hurd  and  constructed  by  Monson  Brothers. 

It  contains  an  auditorium,  playroom,  library, 
cafeteria,  medical  offices,  and  administrative 
offices.  It  covers  an  area  of  52,000  square  feet. 

Glasses  run  from  kindergarten  through  the 
sixth  grade. 

The  building  can  accommodate  up  to  550 
students.  Its  pupils  include  those  who  have  been 
attending  the  old  Miraloma  School,  a  tempor- 
ary structure  erected  in  1940  and  now  being 
abandoned,  and  some  students  from  the  area 
who  have  been  attending  West  Portal  School 
because  of  the  inadequate  facilities  closer  at 
hand. 

The  new  school  is  the  seventh  to  be  completed 
under  the  $48,000,000  bond  issue  passed  by  the 
voters  in  1948.

35,000  Volunteers 

The  volunteer  civilian  ground  observer,  "sky- 
watch"  is  short  35,000  volunteer  watchers  in 
California. 

"Sky  watchers"  are  civilian  men  and  women 
who  man  observation  posts  for  the  Western  Air 
Defense  Force  to  spot  unidentified  aircraft 
around  the  clock. 

According  to  Col.  Owen  F.  Clarke,  USAF, 
director  of  civil  air  defense,  the  most  difficult 
watches  to  man  are  12  midnight  to  6  a.m. 

Col.  Clarke  made  an  appeal  through  The 
American  Legion's  State  Commander  William 
A.  White  for  aid  in  filling  the  vital  gap. 

Legionnaires  and  other  civilians  are  asked  to 
volunteer  for  2-  and  3-hour  watches  once  a 
week. 

Four  filter  centers  are  located  in  California 
through  which  903  observation  posts  report. 
About  75  per  cent  of  those  observation  posts 
now  are  organized. 

The  filter  centers  are  located  at  Santa  Ana, 
Pasadena,  Oakland  and  Sacramento. 

Col.  Clarke,  in  outlining  "sky  watch"  person- 
nel needs,  pointed  out  that  "civil  defense  is  es- 
tablished to  meet  disaster  after  an  enemy  strikes 
while  the  'sky  watch'  is  set  up  to  help  prevent 
such  a  strike  against  the  nation.

Accidents  Kill  Many  Children 

Accidents  kill  more  children  each  year  than 
the  six  leading  non-accidental  causes  of  death 
combined. 

According  to  figures  compiled  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chapter,  National  Safety  Council, 
from  January  through  September  1,  this  year, 
36  children  under  14  years  of  age  were  killed  in 
accidents,  while  more  than  50  children  in  this 
age  group  were  fatal  accident  victims  in  1951. 
National  statistics  show  that  more  than  12,500 
children  are  killed  in  accidents  each  year,  and 
more  than  1 ,500,000  are  injured. 

Except  for  traffic  accidents,  which  in  San 
Francisco  this  year  through  September  killed 
seven  children  and  in  1951  claimed  21  young 
lives,  the  principal  cause  of  child  accident  fa- 
talities include  drowning  in  bathtubs,  scalding 
from  hot  liquids  on  stoves,  poisoning  by  com- 
mon household  items,  severe  injury  from  sharp 
objects,  cars  backing  out  of  driveways,  electro- 
cution from  electric  outlets  and  worn  extension 
cords,  strangulation  from  toy  eyes  and  various 
small  objects,  injury  from  firearms  and  ammu- 
nition, maiming  from  ordinary  home  appliances 
and  garden  and  farm  machinery  and  burns  from 
bonfires,  fireplaces,  matches  and  lighters. 

Hazards  in  and  about  the  home,  Arnold  E. 
Archibald,  vice-president  of  the  local  Green 
Cross,  noted,  account  for  the  greatest  number  of 
accidental  deaths  for  children  from  0  to  14  years 
of  age. 

"Most  of  these  accidents,"  Archibald  said, 
"result  from  lack  of  parental  training  and  super- 
vision. Safety  must  begin  at  home,"  he  empha- 
sized, "for  it  is  here  that  children  form  their 
basic  attitudes  and  habits. 

"Parents  should  not  only  teach  safety  to  their 
youngsters,"  Archibald  explained,  "but  they 
should  also  set  an  example  for  their  youngsters 
to  follow.  Adults,  as  well  as  children,  must  be 
aware  of  the  hazards  around  them  and  study 
methods  to  make  their  homes,  neighborhoods 
and  streets  safer  places  for  their  children  to  live 
and  play." 

"The  Green  Crosse,"  Archibald  continued,  "is 
always  ready  to  serve  any  parents,  schools  and 
groups  desiring  to  learn  more  about  safety  for 
themselves  and  their  children."  This  week's 
pamphlet,  "Don't  Touch  That  Wire,"  which 
explains  hazards  of  faulty  electric  outlets  and 
wires,  and  other  safety  information  can  be  ob- 
tained by  writing  the  San  Francisco  Chapter, 
National  Safety  Council,  58  Sutter  street,  San 
Francisco  4,  or  by  telephoning  EX  2-0863.

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46th  Annual  Christmas  Seal  Sale 

Wholehearted  support  of  the  46th  annual 
Christmas  Seal  sale  of  the  San  Francisco  Tuber- 
culosis Association  was  urged  here  yesterday  by 
Mrs.  Keene  O.  Haldeman,  president  of  the  San 
Francisco  Girl  Scout  Council.  In  a  public  state- 
ment Mrs.  Haldeman  said  in  part: 

"I  have  been  told  that  last  year  only  35  San 
Francisco  children  of  school  age  were  found  to 
have  active  tuberculosis.  This  is  remarkable 
when  you  consider  that  for  years  there  was  an 
average  of  135  new  cases  annually  among  the 
school  children. 

"This  steady  decline  in  the  number  of  new 
cases,  and  correspondingly  number  of  deaths,  is 
the  direct  result  of  a  definite  program  estab- 
lished almost  20  years  ago  by  San  Francisco's 
schools,  health  department  and  tuberculosis  as- 
sociation. 

"I  like  to  feel  that  the  Christmas  Seals,  the 
colorful  stickers  used  annually  to  decorate  holi- 
day mail,  had  much  to  do  with  the  decrease  in 
tuberculosis.  For  it  was  with  Christmas  Seal 
money  that  the  first  tuberculin  test  was  financed 
and  as  the  program  expanded  the  test  gave  way 
to  the  modern  mobile  X-ray  units  now  in  opera- 
tion by  the  San  Francisco  Tuberculosis  Associa- 
tion. 

"The  annual  sale  of  seals  is  now  in  progress 
to  continue  until  Christmas  day.  As  a  person 
directly  associated  with  children,  I  cannot  help 
stress  the  need  for  wholehearted  support  of  the 
Christmas  Seal  Sale.  Let  me  urge  you  to  buy 
and  use  as  many  seals  as  you  possibly  can  this 
year."

To  mark  this,  Barter  has  produced  an  anniver- 
sary production  of  Shakespeare's  "The  Mer- 
chant of  Venice,"  the  most  extravagantly  staged 
production  in  Barter's  history.  Staged  by  Broad- 
way Director  Margaret  Perry,  the  production 
has  won  the  highest  praise.

Rules  for  a  Safe  Christmas

sued rules  for  a  safe  and  sane  Christmas: 

Use  a  flame-proof  tree,  wreaths  and  trim- 
mings. 

Brace  the  tree  well  and  don't  put  it  close  to 
a  fireplace,  curtains  or  hangings. 

Have  an  electrician  check  the  electrical  sys- 
tem for  proper  fuses  and  overloads. 

Be  careful  while  smoking  at  home. 

Use  metal  tinsel,  glass  ornaments,  or  asbestos 
wool  and  remove  trees,  and  other  inflammable 
materials  immediately  after  the  holidays. 

Don't  use  cotton  to  trim  the  tree,  or  use 
cheap  electrical  equipment. 

Don't  use  lighted  candles  on  or  near  the  tree. 

Don't  leave  the  electric  lights  on  a  tree  lit 
when  you  retire  or  are  away  from  home. 

Don't  use  wax,  lacquer  or  other  inflammable 
material  on  trees  or  wreaths  to  make  them  more 
attractive. 

Don't  burn  wrappings,  boxes,  trees  or  other 
decorations  in  fireplaces.

3 — Lay  in  adequate  supplies  of  heavy  card- 
board, sturdy  outer  paper  and  strong  cord  for 
wrapping  gift  parcels. 

4 — print  in  ink  the  full  name,  address  and 
zone  number  on  each  parcel.  Print  return  ad- 
dress in  upper  left  hand  corner  of  the  same  side 
of  the  package.  Include  return  address  inside 
parcel  as  well. 

5 — Make  sure  that  all  mail  for  Eastern  States 
is  posted  by  December  10;  to  other  out-of-city 
points  by  December  15;  and  for  local  delivery 
by  December  18. 

6 — Because  of  size  and  weight  limitations, 
consult  nearest  post  office  on  all  parcels  over  20 
pounds  in  weight  and  over  70  inches  in  measure- 
ment, length  and  girth  combined. 

7 — Tie  large  numbers  of  cards  to  be  mailed 
in  bundles  to  facilitate  handling  at  post  office. 

8 — Register  parcels  containing  articles  of 
value,  such  as  watches  and  jewelry. 

Air  Parcel  Post  to  Army  and  Navy  post 
offices  is  limited  to  two  pounds  in  weight  and 
30  inches  in  length  and  girth.

The  History  of  The  Axe 

The  Stanford  Axe.  By  Archie  J.  Cloud.  Palo 
Alto:   Pacific  Books;  46  pp.;  $3.50. 

Reviewed  by  Joan  Nourse  in  the  December 
7  issue  This  World  (San  Francisco  Chronicle.) 

"Twice  in  the  53-year  life  of  The  Stanford 
Axe  its  history  reached  epic  proportions,  at  least 
in  terms  of  Californiana,  Stanfordiana  and  Big 
Gamiana. 

"The  first  epic  episode  occurred  in  1899, 
when  Stanford's  symbol  of  unity  was  captured 
by  a  group  of  University  of  California  students. 
The  second,  31  years  in  the  making,  was  the 
recapture  by  "the  valiant  twenty-one"  Stanford 
students  who  took  The  Axe  back  to  Stanford  in 
a  daring  midnight  ride. 

"Newspapers  of  the  day,  including  the  Stan- 
ford Daily  and  the  Daily  Californian,  plus  the 
respective  universities'  yearbooks,  carried  in- 
spired accounts  of  the  capture  and  recapture, 
but  the  specific  roles  played  by  individual  men 
have  remained  without  authentic  detail  until 
publication  now  of  "The  Stanford  Axe,"  written 
by  a  man  who  was  there  in  1899. 

"Archie  J.  Cloud,  U.C.  '00,  has  heretofore 
publicly  admitted  some  association  with  the 
original  capture  of  The  Axe,  and  not  exactly  as 
an  innocent  bystander.  Now,  he  tells  the  real 
story  (his  own  finger  was  cut  on  the  edge  of 
The  Axe)  and  supports  his  facts  with  first-hand 
reminiscences,  of  the  other  men  and  the  mys- 
terious "young  lady"  involved.  He  also  includes 
in  his  book  an  account  of  the  recapture  of  The 
Axe  in  1930. 

"Out  of  the  combination  of  the  two  dramatic 
episodes,  Dr.  Cloud  poses  the  thesis  that  as  a 
symbol,  The  Stanford  Axe  and  its  history  are  in 
themselves  a  Great  Tradition,  that  such  a  tra- 
dition leads  to  unity  and  a  student  spirit  of 
enduring  benefit,  and  that  the  present  status  of 
The  Axe  as  a  trophy  makes  students  and  alumni 
of  both  universities  "heirs  to  The  Greater  Tradi- 
tion." 

"College  tradition  and  college  spirit  are  glor- 
ious companions-in-arms,"  Dr.  Cloud  writes  in 
his  preface.  'They  sustain  each  other.  Yet,  how 
they  originate,  and  how  they  are  made  to 
flourish,  is  often  a  mystery.' 

"Well,  most  of  the  mystery  and  much  that  is 
purely  legendary  are  removed  from  the  Stan- 
ford-California tradition  now."

Winter  Quarter  Classes  for 
AduSts  Opens  January  5 

To  work  with  the  community  in  such  a  way 
as  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  all  is  the 
objective  of  the  Adult  Education  Division  of 
San  Francisco's  public  school  system.  In  200 
locations  throughout  the  city,  at  every  hour  of 
the  day  and  evening,  classes  are  held  to  serve 
the  people  of  the  various  neighborhoods.  Thou- 
sands of  adults  in  San  Francisco  learn  during 
their  leisure — for  their  leisure. 

Parents  of  the  community,  fathers  and  moth- 
ers, arc  given  an  opportunity  for  direct  training 
in  home  and  family  life.  Adults  who  are  plan- 
ning to  travel  may  acquire  a  conversational 
knowledge  of  Spanish,  French,  Russian,  Italian, 
or  other  foreign  languages.  Forums  and  lecture 
series  on  current  topics  of  interest  are  always 
available. 

In  shop  and  in  studio,  adults  work  on  projects 
for  the  home  —  polishing  stones  in  the  lapidary 
class,  fashioning  mounts  in  the  jewelry  group, 
throwing  pottery,  weaving  cloth,  and  so  on.  A 
husband  and  wife  may  join  to  reupholstcr  a 
piece  of  their  living  room  furniture  or  even  to 
build  a  new  breakfast  set.  Home  gardening  and 
vegetable  gardening  are  activities  in  which 
hundreds  participate.  Photography  classes  arc 
crowded. 

Civil  service  classes  and  instruction  in  all 
commercial  fields  train  and  upgrade  workers 
for  San  Francisco's  offices.  Those  who  wish  to 
complete  high  school,  or  even  elementary 
school,  may  do  so  by  attending  classes  leading 
to  a  certificate  of  graduation. 

In  half  a  dozen  different  locations  activities 
especially  designed  for  adults  over  60  years  of 
age  are  operating  enthusiastically.  Elsewhere, 
seeing  persons  come  together  to  learn  to  write 
Braille  and  prepare  books  for  the  blind. 

For  the  person  who  is  interested  in  learning 
to  speak  to  groups,  to  write,  to  act,  there  are 
courses. 

In  such  activities  as  these,  nearly  90,000  San 
Francisco  adults  will  participate  this  year.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education 
held  Tuesday,  November  18,  1952  there  was 
some  discussion  relative  to  the  date  by  which 
matters  pertaining  to  the  salary  schedule  would 
be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Education.

New   Educational  Show  for 

3  to  5  Year  Olds  on  KRON-TV 

"Ding  Dong  School,"  NBC's  conspicuously 
successful  daily  television  series  for  pre-school 
children,  became  a  regular  feature  on  KRON- 
TV  last  Monday.  This  new  educational  feature 
may  be  seen  Monday  through  Friday  from  9:00 
a.m.,  to  9:30  a.m. 

Principal  performer  in  the  new  series  is  Dr. 
Frances  R.  Horwich,  on  leave  of  absence  from 
her  duties  as  chairman  of  the  department  of 
education  of  Chicago's  Roosevelt  High  School. 
She  has  had  extensive  experience  as  teacher, 
counselor  and  administrator  in  early  childhood 
and  elementary  education.  She  holds  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Chicago,  Northwestern 
University  and  Columbia  University's  Teach- 
er's College;  and  is  the  author  of  many  texts  in 
the  field  of  professional  education. 

On  the  program  Dr.  Horwich  appears  as 
"Miss  Frances",  who  entertains  and  educates  a 
group  of  pre-school  participants  with  toys, 
games  and  puzzles;  she  tells  them  stories  and 
nursery  rhymes;  she  helps  them  with  simple 
drawings  and  cutouts.  The  program  is  devoid 
of  all  elaborate  settings  and  camera  tricks  and 
is  deliberately  paced  to  the  understanding  of 
the  3  to  5  year  old  group.  It  has  been  described 
as  a  kind  of  nursery  school  in  which  the  children 
can  completely  lose  themselves  in  the  fascina- 
tion of  attending  their  "own"  school. 

When  the  program  first  went  on  the  air  in 
Chicago  in  October  1952,  NBC  staff  members 
(who  look  at  life  from  an  adult  view)  were 
uneasy  at  what  they  regarded  as  the  "slow" 
pace  of  the  program.  All  misgivings  were  quick- 
ly forgotten  in  an  instant  and  enthusiastic  flood 
of  mail  from  parents  and  even  the  children 
themselves.  In  one  day  alone  2,590  pieces  of 
mail  were  received.

Health  Service   Board's  Good 
and  Welfare  Committee   Reports 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  Good  and 
Welfare  Committee  of  the  Health  Service 
Board  with  delegates  of  employee  organiza- 
tions, held  in  the  offices  of  the  Health  Service 
System  on  Tuesday,  December  16,  all  classes  of 
employee  groups  were  represented,  and  took 
part  in  the  discussion  of  the  current  financial 
statement,  the  California  Medical  Society's  pro- 
posed insurance  venture  and  publication  of  fair- 
practice  fee  schedules  for  private  patients  and 
health  systems  generally,  and  other  matters.    , 

A  subject  interesting  to  those  present  was  the 
Board's  investigation  of  the  prospect  of  secur- 
ing catastrophic  insurance  for  those  members 
who  wish  to  secure  such  coverage  as  a  com- 
paratively small  additional  premium.  The  in- 
surance would  be  effective  for  policy-holders 
only  after  the  benefits  of  Health  Service  had 
been  exhausted  in  any  illness,  and  would  cover 
all  medical  expenses  beyond  that  point:  doctor, 
hospital,  special  services,  to  a  maximum  of  five 
thousand  dollars. 

Relative  to  the  pending  study  of  the  Health 
Service  System,  based  upon  costs  of  each  type 
of  member  for  the  year  ended  October  31, 
1952,  the  announced  increase  in  hospital  rates 
in  the  very  near  future,  and  other  factors,  it 
was  reported  that  the  cost  figures  have  been 
submitted  to  the  actuary,  whose  recommenda- 
tions were  submitted  at  the  Health  Service 
Board  meeting  of  December  30. 

It  was  proposed  by  two  delegates  and  con- 
curred in  by  all  those  present,  that  a  thorough 
study  be  made  of  the  actuarial  report  and  of 
outside  factors  having  a  bearing  on  health  cov- 
erage before  any  change  in  rate  structure  or 
benefits  is  effected.  The  recommendation  which 
carried  unanimously  was  that  the  Board  be 
asked  to  postpone  action  on  the  actuary's  report 
until  it  can  be  thoroughly  studied  and  presented 
to  the  membership,  that  no  change  in  the  pres- 
ent rates  be  made  until  a  satisfactory  determin- 
ation has  been  reached.

A  program  of  aid  to  college  students  and 
universities  totaling  more  than  $200,000  this 
year  was  announced  today  by  T.  S.  Petersen, 
president  of  Standard  Oil  Company  of  Cali- 
fornia.

The  Carnegie  Institute's  annual  international

Gamma  Globulin   Production 
Increased  to  Combat  Poliomyelitis 

The  success  of  the  recent  experiments  in  the 
prevention  of  paralysis  from  poliomyelitis  by 
the  use  of  gamma  globulin  has  necessitated  an 
urgent  expansion  of  the  supply  of  this  blood 
fraction.  Since  the  American  Red  Cross  is  the 
only  organization  equipped  at  present  to  do  this 
emergency  program,  the  Office  of  Defense  Mo- 
bilization has  requested  that  they  assume  re- 
sponsibility for  collecting  the  additional  blood 
needed  and  for  making  available  all  possible 
gamma  globulin. 

The  Red  Cross  will  not  have  the  responsibility 
of  allocating  and  distributing  the  gamma  glob- 
ulin. In  order  to  determinethe  most  feasible  and 
equitable  method  of  allocation  and  distribution 
in  time  for  the  next  polio  season,  the  Office  of 
Defense  Mobilization  has  requested  the  National 
Research  Council  to  consult  with  appropriate 
professional,  industrial,  and  governmental 
groups. 

Although  the  Red  Cross  is  asking  the  process- 
ing laboratories  to  work  at  full  capacity  to  pro- 
duce the  maximum  amount  of  gamma  globulin 
to  meet  the  minimum  needs  for  poliomyelitis,  it 
is  expected  that  the  demand  will  far  exceed  the 
possible  supply  as  the  fractionation  facilities  of 
the  Country  are  limited. 

In  order  to  meet  this  new  demand  for  gamma 
globulin,  the  Red  Cross  is  appealing  to  the 
American  public  for  increased  blood  donations 
and  additional  financial  contributions.

Superintendent  of 
Schools  Herbert  C.  Clish  leads  the  Religious 
Observance  Committee  with  the  aid  of  Rabbi 
Alvin  I.  Fine,  Rev.  Karl  M.  Block,  Archbishop 
John  J.  Mitty,  Bishop  Donald  H.  Tippett,  and 
Dr.  John  R.  Kenney. 

Major  events  of  the  week  will  include  Open 
House  at  the  San  Francisco  Naval  Shipyard  on 
February  7,  from  9:00  a.m.,  to  4:00  p.m.  Some 
5000  Scouts  and  leaders  will  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  inspect  facilities  of  the  yard  and  to 
board  the  submarine  USS  Dentuda  and  warships 
of  the  reserve  fleet.

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils  give 
the  floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to  the 
street  address;  also  both  American  and  Chinese 
names.  List  complete  addresses  for  children  liv- 
ing in  projects — building,  section,  and  apart- 
ment numbers.  For  children  living  in  apartment 
houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels,  list  apart- 
ment or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils  who  actually 
have  been  in  attendance  at  some  time  since 
February  2,  and  star  the  names  of  those  who 
have  transl  erred  or  who  have  left  without  trans- 
fer before  February  13.  Add  to  the  list  and  star 
the  names  of  any  pupils  who  have  not  been  in 
attendance  during  this  period  but  who  had 
registered  previously  and  whose  absence  because 
of  sickness  has  been  verified.  In  order  to  keep

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked  im- 
mediately, principals  arc  requested  to  send  at 
once  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  750  Eddy 
street  "Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  for  all 
pupils  entering  the  kindergarten  and  1A  grades. 
If  the  parent  does  not  fill  out  one  of  these,  the 
teacher  should  prepare  the  blank  form  from 
data  on  the  permanent  card.  Only  in  this  way 
will  it  be  possible  for  the  Bureau  to  make  its 
check  of  ages. 

"Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  should  con- 
tain the  following  information,  if  available:  the 
number  of  the  birth  certificate,  the  place  and 
date  of  birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed 
statement  that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth 
certificate.  If  no  birth  certificate  is  obtainable, 
a  hospital  certificate  may  be  used  instead.  II 
such  birth  verification  is  not  readily  available, 
however,  "Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  are 
not  to  be  delayed  but  are  to  be  sent  in  immedi- 
ately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the 
kindergarten  his  birthdate  must  be  not  later 
than  May  2,  1948.  All  entrants  to  the  first  grade 
must  have  been  born  on  or  before  May  2,  1947. 
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Left  Without  Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all 
pupils  who  have  left  school  may  be  made,  prin- 
cipals are  asked  to  give  to  their  Supervisors  of 
Attendance,  not  later  than  February  18,  a  Left 
Without  Transfer  slip  for  every  child  who  was 
on  the  school  roll  on  January  28,  but  who  has 
not  registered  this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  who  leave 
school  for  any  reason  without  taking  a  transfer 
to  another  school  should  be  immediately  report- 
ed to  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance  as  Left 
Without  Transfer.  Before  reporting  these  pupils 
as  Left  Without  Transfer  they  should  be  check- 
ed as  carefully  as  possible  by  the  school,  and 
when  reported  the  Left  Without  Transfer 
should  have  as  much  information  as  possible  for 
the  Supervisor  of  Attendance. 


Maternity  Leaves 

The  following  regulations  relative  to  the 
granting  of  maternity  leaves  are  now  in  effect 
in  this  district  and  Principals  should  call  them 
periodically  to  the  attention  of  members  of  the 
teaching  staff. 

A  certificated  employee  shall  absent  herself 
for  a  period  of  approximately  six  months  before 
the  anticipated  birth  of  her  child  and  for  at 
least  six  months  after  the  child  has  been  born. 
Total  period  of  absence  shall  be  not  less  than 
one  year. 

Teacher's  application  for  maternity  leave  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  signed  statement  from  her 
physician,  corroborating  her  condition  and  set- 
ting forth  the  anticipated  date  of  birth. 

If  her  one  year  terminates  within  the  last 
month  of  any  school  term,  such  leave  shall  ex- 
tend to  the  end  of  the  school  term. 


Rule  on  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership 
in  professional  organizations,  Superintendent 
Herbert  C.  Clish  calls  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion at  its  meeting  September  14,  1937: 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional 
Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting 
the  professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative office  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any 
teacher  organization  in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and 
unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any 
principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or  other 
school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or 
refrain  from  joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  at- 
tention to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term  by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's 
Bulletin.

To   High  School  Gradaures 

More  than  500  scholarships  are  open  to  high 
school  students  planning  to  enroll  on  one  of  the 
University  of  California's  campuses  in  1953. 

The  deadline  for  filing  application  for  these 
scholarships  is  March  1,  1953,  the  University's 
Committee  on  Undergraduate  Scholarships  an- 
nounced today. 

Application  forms  may  be  obtained  by  writing 
to  the  committee  on  either  the  Los  Angeles  or 
Berkeley  campuses. 

The  scholarships,  offering  varying  stipends, 
are  classed  in  four  general  groups: 

The  first  comprises  general  awards  with  sti- 
pends ranging  from  $150  to  $300  per  year.  Ap- 
plicants must  have  a  "B"  average  in  all  previous 
scholastic  work.  In  addition  to  scholastic  attain- 
ment, financial  need,  character,  and  promise  are 
taken  into  consideration. 

The  second  group  offers  some  restricted 
scholarships  to  students  coming  from  certain 
areas,  pursuing  certain  studies  or  meeting  other 
specifications  of  the  donor. 

A  third  group,  open  to  entering  students  on 
any  campus  of  the  University,  is  provided  by 
the  California  Alumni  Association  and  the  U.  C. 
L.  A.  Alumni  Association  in  co-operation  with 
the  University. 

A  fourth  group  offers  a  limited  number  of 
honorary  scholarships,  carrying  no  stipends,  pro- 
vided for  students  of  high  scholastic  attainment 
who  do  not  require  financial  aid.

Scientific   Basis  Sought 
For  Training   of  Teachers 

The  difficult  task  of  determining  the  essential 
characteristics  of  a  successful  teacher  is  the  as- 
signment of  a  six-year  research  project  being 
conducted  by  the  American  Council  on  Educa- 
tion and  the  Grant  Foundation  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  at  Los  Angeles. 

The  project  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
David  G.  Ryans,  professor  of  education  at  U.  C. 
L.  A.,  and  is  being  financed  by  a  $159,000  ap- 
propriation from  the  Grant  Foundation.  When 
the  study  is  completed  sometime  in  1954,  data 
on  teacher  characteristics  will  have  been  col- 
lected from  the  school  systems  of  more  than  40 
states. 

"To  train  and  select  teachers  for  our  schools," 
Dr.  Ryans  said,  "we  have  been  relying  on  com- 
mon sense,  practical  wisdom  and  intuition.  But 
almost  any  educator  will  admit  that  we  haven't 
had  much  of  a  scientific  foundation  to  go  on." 

The  study  has  two  principal  objectives:  (1) 
identification  and  analysis  of  teacher  behavior 
patterns,  and  (2)  development  of  methods  to 
predict  teacher  behavior. 

Extensive  information  has  been  gathered  also 
on  teacher  activities,  preferences,  attitudes  and 
educational  viewpoints.

Edgar  S.  Anderson  has  recently  retired  as 
principal  of  the  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School. 

He,  in  fact,  was  the 
only  principal  tin- 
Samuel  Gompers 
Trades  School  has 
ever  had,  and  its 
growth,  in  vocational 
education,  was  a  re- 
flection of  Mr.  Ander- 
son's energy,  ability 
and  attention  to  duty. 
The  idea  for  the  es- 
tablishment  of  the 
Samuel  Gompers 
Trades  School  was 
voiced  in  1930  when 
Mr.  Anderson.  John  G. 
Beswick,  director  of 
Trade  and  Vocational 
Education,  California  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation, and  A.  E.  Roberts,  technical  advisor  of 
the  Humboldt  Evening  High  School,  visualized 
the  need  for  vocational  education  in  the  San 
Francisco  Public  School  system. 

In  1932,  the  Board  of  Education  took  its  lirsi 
action  by  asking  for  a  survey  to  find  a  location 
to  establish  the  new  type  of  school  for  this  dis- 
trict, with  the  result  that  in  1936  the  first  unit 
of  the  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School  was  com- 
pleted. Interest  in  the  school  and  in  the  classes 
grew  so  rapidly  that  a  second  unit  was  com- 
pleted in  1939.  Then  came  the  war,  and  the 
contribution  of  Samuel  Gompers  to  the  training 
of  personnel  for  both  civilian  needs  and  military 
requirements  was  outstanding. 

On  the  return  of  the  veterans  from  World 
War  II  the  demands  on  the  Samuel  Gompers 
Trades  School  were  far  beyond  the  capacity  of 
the  building  to  accommodate.  It  will  be  recalled, 
also,  that  space  in  the  City  at  that  time  was  at 
a  premium  and  very  little  of  it  available.  Mr. 
Anderson  suggested  the  old  Ford  Assembly 
Plant  as  a  possibility  for  holding  vocational 
classes  and,  as  a  result  of  this  suggestion,  has 
come  the  final  culmination  of  the  modernization 
and  reconstruction  of  this  building  now  under 
the  title  of  the  John  A.  O'Connell  Vocational 
High  School  and  Technical  Institute. 

The  traditions  of  the  Samuel  Gompers  Trades 
School  that  have  developed  under  the  tutelage 
and  guidance  of  Edgar  S.  Anderson  have  been 
passed  on  to  the  new  John  A.  O'Connell  School.

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Planning  for  Housing  Elementary 

ELEMENTARY  PRINCIPALS:  . 

This  school  year  we  have  opened  the 
Anza,  the  Miraloma,  and  the  Robert  Louis 
Stevenson  Schools.  As  the  principals  of 
these  and  the  neighboring  schools  realize, 
such  moves  call  for  careful  planning  and 
work  with  the  neighborhood  communities. 
At  the  moment  we  are  anticipating  the 
opening  of  the  John  Swett  School  before 
the  term  is  out,  and  are  planning  accord- 
ingly. 

This  type  of  operation  will  be  even 
heavier  for  the  coming  school  year.  This 
office  is  working  with  a  number  of  elemen- 
tary school  districts  relative  to  the  readjust- 
ment of  groups  of  children  for  the  fall  term. 
Among  these  major  changes  are  the  follow- 
ing: 

1.  The  redistricting  of  Lake  Merced, 
Eucalyptus,  and  Commodore  Sloat  children 
in  connection  with  the  opening  of  the  Lake- 
shore  School. 

2.  The  redistricting  of  Sheridan  and  Far- 
ragut  children  in  the  case  of  the  September 
opening  of  the  Jose  Ortega  Home  School. 

3.  The  redistricting  of  Daniel  Webster 
and  Starr  King  children  in  connection  with 
the  opening  of  the  new  Patrick  Henry 
School. 

4.  The  study  of  building  facilities  at  the 
Hawthorne,  Bryant,  and  Le  Conte  schools 
to  serve  the  increased  population  of  school 
children  due  to  the  opening  of  the  new 
housing  development  at  Harrison  and  Army 
streets. 

5.  The  readjustment  of  part  of  the  Ra- 
phael Weill,  Pacific  Heights,  Golden  Gate, 
Emerson,  and  John  Muir  school  districts 
once  the  John  Swett  School  is  opened  this 
spring. 

6.  The  study  of  the  availability  of  class- 
rooms in  the  outer  Richmond  schools  to 
provide  for  the  children  who  will  come 
from  the  new  housing  development  in  the 
Presidio. 

7.  The  study  of  the  home  locations  of  the 
children  in  the  Visitacion  Valley  School  in 
anticipation  of  setting  up  the  school  district 
for  the  new  El  Dorado  Home  School  to  be 
opened  in  September  in  that  vicinity,  and 
the  school  district  for  the  new  McLaren 
School  to  be  opened  shortly  thereafter. 

8.  A  study  of  the  location  of  the  Bret 
Harte  children  in   anticipation  of  moving 
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into  the  new  Bret  Harte  building  for  the 
opening  of  the  fall  term. 

This  office  is  already  dealing  with  these 
schools  in  connection  with  these  possible 
movements  of  children  in  the  elementary 
schools.  In  addition,  the  following  transfer 
of  bungalows  has  been  recommended  in 
order  to  relieve  population  pressures  in 
other  school  districts: 

1.  Four  bungalows  from  Miraloma  to 
Hunters  Point  II. 

2.  One  bungalow  from  Miraloma  to 
Longfellow. 

3.  Two  bungalows  from  Miraloma  to 
Sunnyside. 

4.  Four  bungalows  from  Parkside  and 
Lawton  to  Noreiga. 

5.  Three  bungalows  from  Parkside  and 
Lawton  to  F.  S.  Key. 

The  needs  of  other  bungalows  has  been 
discussed  with  the  various  principals  but  no 
official  action  has  been  taken  except  in  the 
cases  mentioned  above.  For  instance,  steps 
will  be  taken  to  have  the  four-room  Euca- 
lyptus school  moved  to  a  pressure  area  once 
the  Lakeshore  School  is  opened.  Further- 
more, when  the  new  Bret  Harte  School 
opens,  the  old  Bret  Harte  School  will  be  re- 
conditioned and  used  to  relieve  the  Ridge- 
point  and  Hunters  Point  schools. 

Further  Classroom  Needs 

In  addition  to  the  changes  and  the 
growth  indicated  above,  some  other  schools 
will  face  the  problem  of  an  increased  enroll- 
ment with  a  limited  number  of  classrooms. 
Most  of  such  schools  will  be  in  the  Bayview 
and  outer  Mission  sections.  Each  principal 
is  asked  to  project  tentative  enrollment 
figures  for  next  fall  and  to  get  in  touch  with 
this  office  relative  to  housing  problems  an- 
ticipated. We  can  study  these  various  situ- 
ations to  determine  the  move  to  take  in  each 
case.  Bus  transportation  will  solve  some  of 
the  problems.  All  of  these  movements  of 
children  call  for  careful  study  and  early 
planning.  Any  school  anticipating  any  diffi- 
culties in  housing  children  next  fall  should 
address  a  letter  to  this  office  no  later  than 
early  in  April  in  anticipation  of  finding  a 
proper  solution  for  the  problem.  The  close 
cooperation  of  the  field  administrators  in 
handling  these  extra  matters  is  appreciated.

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Data  on  Summer  Schools 

America's  summer  schools  average  260 
courses,  workshops,  and  conferences  per  session, 
with  some  institutions  such  as  the  University  of 
Michigan  scheduling  more  than  1000. 

Tuition  at  summer  schools  ranges  from  $20 
per  credit  point  to  as  little  as  $15  total  for  a  full 
six-weeks  program.  Board  and  room  for  eight 
weeks  at  one  university  costs  between  $225  and 
$265.  At  another,  $77  will  feed  and  keep  you 
out  of  the  rain  for  a  month. 

These  and  many  other  facts  about  summer 
study  opportunities  appear  in  the  Sixth  Annual 
Summer  Study  Directory  of  Scholastic  Teacher 
Magazine,  contained  in  the  March  issue  pub- 
lished today.  Data  about  tuition,  living  costs 
and  recreation  was  collected  in  a  survey  of  525 
U.  S.  institutions  made  by  Scholastic  Teacher. 

The  Directory,  itself,  lists  information  about 
581  summer  schools  in  the  United  States  and 
124  in  other  countries.  Each  listing  gives  1953 
summer  session  dates  (where  available),  nature 
of  student  body  (men,  women,  coed),  dormitory 
facilities,  and  basic  data  about  course  work 
(inclusion  of  workshops  or  institutes  of  special 
interest  to  teachers,  undergraduate  or  graduate 
courses,  off-campus  tours,  etc.). 

The  survey  results  indicate  a  marked  trend 
toward  more  off-campus  study  tours,  some  rang- 
ing far  afield  and  including  trips  to  South 
America,  Europe  and  round  the  world.  Summer 
schools  arc  also  going  in  much  more  heavily 
than  formerly  for  organized  recreational  pro- 
grams, including  excursions  to  national  parks 
and  historical  landmarks,  music  and  drama  les- 
liv;ils.  mountain  climbing  trips,  giant  picnics 
and  barbeques,  sailing  and  folk-dancing. 

A  supplementary  article,  "Suggested  for  Sum- 
mer,"  reports  on  more  than  170  specific  courses 
in  workshops  of  interest  to  teachers  in  the  fields 
of  education,  social  studies,  English  studies, 
journalism  and  publications,  audio-visual  activi- 
ties, arts,  music  and  dramatics. 

These  include  such  varied  offerings  as  Family 
Life  workshops  at  Oregon  State  College;  a 
workshop  in  school  buildings  conducted  by  Dr. 
Paul  Scagers  at  Brigham  Young  University  in 
Utah;  the  10th  annual  China  Institute  at  Monl- 
c.kiir  (N.  J.)  State  Teachers  College;  writers' 
workshops  at  Tufts  College,  the  University  of 
Connecticut,  Middlebury  College  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Denver;  programs  in  radio  and  TV 
for  teachers  at  Rutgers,  Stanford  and  Marqueltc 
Universities;  an  "Inside  Broadway"  institute  a  I 
The  New  School  in  New  York  City;  and  courses 
in  music  history  and  theory  at  AVheaton  College 
(111.).

The  following  quotations  are  taken  from  the 
current  salary  schedule,  and  the  contents  rela- 
tive to  filing  of  transcripts  should  be  "carefully 
followed  in  order  to  receive  proper  salary  classi- 
fication July  1,  1953: 

"An  official  transcript  of  record  of  college  or 
university  work  and  an  official  record  of  in- 
service  work  and  courses  in  specialized  schools 
shall  be  submitted  to  verify  completion  of  such 
work.  All  such  records  must  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Coordinator  of  Salaries  on  or  before  June 
30  in  order  to  qualify  a  teacher  for  classification 
purposes  or  for  advancement  to  a  higher  incre- 
ment block  for  the  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

"In  lieu  of  the  filing  of  the  official  transcript 
of  record  for  work  completed  within  sixty  days 
prior  to  June  30  of  any  year,  a  certification  by 
the  Registrar  of  the  institution  where  the  work 
was  completed  may  be  submitted  to  verify  that 
the  work  was  completed,  which  verification  is 
subject  to  confirmation  by  receipt  of  the  official 
transcript  by  August  15. 

"A  newly  appointed  probationary  teacher 
shall  be  placed  in  Classification  I  until  he  pre- 
sents an  official  transcript  of  record  of  his  col- 
lege or  university  work.  If  such  transcript  shows 
that  he  has  completed  30  semester  hours  or  60 
semester  hours  of  added  preparation  beyond  the 
bachelor  degree  prior  to  July  1  of  the  school 
year  in  which  he  is  appointed  an  adjustment  of 
his  salary  will  be  made  during  the  said  school 
year  and  he  shall  be  placed  at  the  minimum  sal- 
ary in  his  appropriate  classification.  Such  tran- 
script of  record  must  be  filed  within  120  days 
of  the  effective  date  of  his  appointment. 

"All  accredited  units  taken  on  university  or 
college  level,  including  accredited  college  or

Procedure  for   Enrollment  — 
Summer  Vacation  Schools 

The  procedure  to  be  followed  for  enrolling 
children  in  the  vacation  schools  will  be  as  fol- 
lows: 

1. Teachers  will  explain  the  program  to  the  children 
and  then  send  home  the  announcement  about  it. 
(Form  A) 

2.  It  will  then  be  the  responsibility  of  the  parents  to 
ask  for  enrollment  blanks  (Form  B)  through  the  chil- 
dren. 

3.  After  receiving  a  request  (the  child's  word  will 
suffice),  teachers  will  check  on  the  enrollment  blank, 
whether  the  child  is  to  take  reading  and/or  arith- 
metic, and  send  the  blank  home  for  the  parents'  signa- 
ture. 

4.  Enrollment  blanks  will  then  be  collected  by  the 
teacher.  If  reading  and/or  arithmetic  have  been  check- 
ed, latest  test  data  available  should  be  entered  on  tin- 
blanks  before  they  are  sent  to  the  administrator  of  the 
summer  vacation  schools. 

5.  All  completed  applications  should  be  held  in  the 
schools  until  further  notice. 

In  the  junior  high  schools  the  principals  may 
determine  the  method  of  distribution  and  col- 
lection of  enrollment  blanks.  Each  child  should 
receive  an  announcement.  Enrollment  blanks 
should  be  issued  only  on  request. 

The  announcement  blanks  (Form  A)  and  the 
enrollment  blanks  (Form  B)  arc  being  printed 
and  will  be  sent  to  each  school  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble. 

GENERAL  PROGRAM 

This  summer  all  elementary  buildings  will  be 
used  but  the  program  will  include,  for  the  most 
part,  the  same  activities  as  in  previous  years. 
Children  deficient  in  reading  and/or  arithmetic 
will  be  required  to  take  these  subjects  if  they 
attend  the  summer  vacation  schools.  (However, 
this  should  not  be  mistaken  for  truly  remedial 
teaching.)  These  schools  will  also  provide  for 
learning  experiences  in  sound  living,  arts  and 
crafts,  science,  music,  drama,  folk  dancing, 
physical  education,  and  related  activities. 

READING  AND  ARITHMETIC: 

Do  send  children  who  need  and  can  profit  by 
help  in  these  subjects. 

Do  supply  pertinent  data  or  comments  to  en- 
able the  summer  school  teacher  to  begin  im- 
mediately on  the  problem. 

Do  not  recommend  ungraded  children  for 
reading  or  arithmetic. 

Do  not  recommend  any  child  below  seven 
years  for  reading  or  arithmetic. 

Do  not  use  the  summer  vacation  school  as  a 
threat  or  punishment. 

NON-ACADEMIC  SUBJECTS: 

Do  recommend  all  children  who  are  doing 
normally  well  to  sign  up  for  a  full  activities  pro- 
gram. 

Do  tell  the  reading  and  arithmetic  pupils  that 
they  may  participate  in  the  activities  phase  of 
the  program  after  they  have  taken  one  period  of 
reading  and/or  one  period  of  arithmetic.

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Polio  Defense  Take-Home  Piece  Ready 

A  folder,  "Gamma  Globulin  and  Your  Child", 
prepared  by  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the 
American  Red  Cross  in  cooperation  with  lead- 
ing local  physicians  and  health  authorities,  will 
be  distributed  to  all  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  in  the  District  during  this  week.  Teach- 
ers will  be  interested  in  the  answers  to  a  complex 
problem. 

The  small  brochure  contains  a  questionnaire 
for  paren  s  on  the  use  of  the  blood  derivative, 
gamma  globulin,  the  only  proven  defense 
against  the  paralytic  effects  of  poliomyelitis. 
Teachers  are  urged  to  impress  upon  their  classes 
the  importance  of  this  message,  and  to  urge  that 
they  take  the  folders  home  promptly  for  parents 
to  read.  Gamma  globulin  is  the  present  hope  for 
polio  defense,  pending  experimental  testing  of  a 
vaccine  announced  earlier  this  spring  by  the 
National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis. 
This  vaccine  will  not  be  available  for  general 
distribution  for  at  least  another  year.
